Yet nothing in all this explains the intimate sense of loss 
that is felt by his. subjects in. the present painful wrench. 
Rather. is the reason to be sought in the feeling of kinship that 
prevailed between Sovereign and people, in the ruler’s nearness 
to his subjects, in the faithfulness with which he reflected the 
sentiments and the essential characteristics of the average 
British man and woman. He typified their virtues, their stead- 
fastness in adversity, their love of justice, their passion for 
peace, their reverence for the Bible and the eternal verities. 
His palace was not so much a regal abode as a home—an 
English home pervaded by simplicity and affection. He had 
the common touch which endeared him to high and low, 
so that his people thought of him as one of themselves. 
In his public utterances he spoke ever of the scattered 
communities over which he reigned as a family—a family 
to which he stood as protecting father and guide. Small 
wonder that in the last sad days of his illness his children 
joined, in spirit, the vigil round his bed-side, and now feel the 
sorrow and anguish of bitter bereavement. It is not so much 
that a great Prince has fallen as that a comrade has gone, 
leaving desolation behind! Nor is it even his own nation- 
family alone that sorrows. Nothing has been more remarkable 
than the profound and heart-felt sympathy which the KING's 
illness awakened in other lands—even in those where the tide 
of hostile sentiment to this country lately ran high. KING 
GEORGE'S personality had the magic power to bridge all gulfs ; 
to soften all asperities, and in his death is all the world made 
kin. The British Monarchy not only unites its own subjects, 
it hushes international strife, and restores, if only temporarily, 
the recognition of our common humanity to a hate-ridden and 
fear-ridden world. Surely, this is service incomparable ! 

We have re-called KiInG GEORGE'S loving description of his 
subjects as his “family.”

From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of January 22nd, 1856 


A REMARKABLE and interesting history is attached to the railings or panels 
for the Reading Desk, presented by Mr. David Isaacs, of 
Westminster, to the new German Synagogue, Spital Square, which 
was consecrated on Sunday last. The panels, which are of real 
bronze, formed part of the original stern gallery and quarter-deck 
of the ‘‘Royal Oak,’’ one of Nelson's line of battleships. This ship 
was broken up last year, and Mr. Isaacs, having purchased the whole 
of the metal work, preserved some relics which were found during 
the process of demolition. Among these relics were the railings or 
panels, which Mr. Isaacs caused to be gilded prior to their 
presentation to the German Synagogue.

HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


God's Greatness and Gods Humility 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A. 


NN, Exodus, chs. 6 v. 2—9 v. 35 


This Sabbath being Rosh Chodesh gives us an opportunity to 
study the last chapter of Isaiah which is read as the Haftara. It 
begins with the words—the heavens are my throne, and the earth 
is my footstool, what manner of house can you build for me, and 
where is the place of my rest?—Herein is embodied the thought of 
the last twenty-seven chapters of this great prophet—the greatness 
of God and God's condescension. “To this one do I look, to him that 
is humble in spirit and contrite, and to one that trembleth at my 
word.” Those were the days of exile when men dreamed of the day 
of return and of the restoration of the temple with its ancient glories. 
They thought of the glories of a past day and of the possibility of a 
new era to dawn and revive the former splendour. Wanton dis- 
obedience had exiled God's people to a strange land amid a strange 
environment among a strange people with strange customs and with 
a strange outlook. In this temporary home they had learned many 
things that were to guide them in the future. The inspiration of this 
Isaiah had kept alive the hope of restoration not alone by dwelling 
upon the sins of the past, but by painting a picture of the future, 
Just as we read in this week’s Sidra that the revelation of God came 
to Israel gradually as they were becoming more fitted to understand it, 
so in Babylon Israel learned the truths about God by contrast with 
the futshty. of the idol worship they saw around them. The people 
who returned took with them a deeper understanding of God and 
His works. He was One and Infinite, His power was unending and 
immeasurable, His glory filled the whole earth, He was unlimited by 
time and space. 

But this God of such supreme greatness mingled with men. In 
the words of the prophet-—-He was sought of therm that asked for 
Him. A corollary to His greatness was His humility. And this idea 
finds repeated expression. We are reminded of it in our Saturday 
evening prayers——In every place where you will find the greatness 
of God stated you find His humility uoplied at the same time. You 
find this in the Torah, in the Prophets and in the Writings. In 
Isaiah chapter 57 we have this idea explained—Thus saith the High 
and Holy One who inhabiteth eternity whose name is Holy, I dwell in 
the high and holy place, with him also that is of a contrite and humble 
spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble and to revive the heart of 
of the contrite ones. Or if we take the eighth Psalm which meditates 
on the greatness of God and His works. The writer, at tirst awed and 
overwhelmed by the majesty of God who rules the heavens and the 
planets, is disposed to despair of the frailty and transitorimess of man. 

jut the idea of God's greatness and the thought of human weakness 
combine to make him reahse not alone the hunulity of God in taking 
note of man, but the possibiuity of hurnan nature. And take the other 
idea, the illumtability of God's presence. In Psalm 139 we have 
almost its highest expression when the writer gives utterance to his 
conviction that go where he will he cannot flee from the presence of 
God; “ whither can I go from thy spint, and whither can T flee from 
thy presence? if I go up to heaven Thou art there, it I take the wings 
of the morning and dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea, even there 
thy hand will lead me and thy mght hand uphold me.” At the time 
when the men who were to re-create Jewry aiter the exile beard the 
words of the Prophet, they had to be renanded that God cared not 
for outward show and the externals of religion, tor he re juuire d not the 
adoration of man. ‘The whole earth was his, vet God inca 
who was humble and contrite ot heart. 

It is useful to examine the actual Hebrew words of Isaiah 66 v. 1.

The Hebrew word for poor in the 
sense of poverty or lack of worldly wealth is JT2N_ on _ 
means humble or meek in conduct, one who is subimssive. The Say 
are those humble followers of God who are content to suffer and 
endure persecution because they know that God is the P°TS who will 
ultimately justify them. Poverty as such is not a virtue in Jewish 
sources any more than wealth is a ernme. Bibheal or Rabbimeal 
teaching does not despise wealth or regard poverty as memtorious, 
Jewish rich men can enter the kingdom of heaven wu to ther 
wealth they can add other qualifications. But the poverty here 
suggested and attacked is that absence of wealth of heart or 
homage to God or the sense of our. dependence upon God. 
"SY is the same word as 13¥, meek, the charactenstic of Moses which 
is emphasised, and which at a later pertod starnped Hillel as a model 
in Israel. The words MM M353, contrite in spirit, connote almost the 
same ideas: This ts the only instance where these actual words 
occur in the Bible. We have something simular im the fifty-first Psalm, 
a broken and contrite heart. And the last words a3 5y TWN, 
mean, one who trembles in reverence, fearing God and loyal to his 
word, serving God with due solemnity, coming betore Him with proper 
demeanour, and with becoming awe as one would approach the 
presence of an earthly king. The 5°3Y are the types of the suffering 
servants; in later Jewish history they are the Chassidim of the Psalms 
or the OB Y13¥ the modest ones. And in Micah, walking humbly before 
God is combined with doing justly and loving mercy, to form an 
epitome of the 613 precepts of the Torah. So from this verse of our 
Haftara we catch an insight into true religion and we think of God 
not as far above and removed from man, but as our guide and friend 
who looks down upon us with love and seeks from us the ever upward 
glance.

The Late Rudyard Kipling 
JEWISH SYMPATHY IN HIS WRITINGS 
Mention must be made here of the death last week of Mr. Radyard 
Kipling, the great English National poet and writer. The most cursory glance 
at his work shows how deeply he was steeped in the literature of the 
Bible: he drew freely upon it for similes, metaphors and names. In this 
connection there springs to mind the " R cessional,” probably bis greatcst 
poem and one fit to rank with the work of almost any other author. 
Perhaps no qnetation from that work could be more apposite than the 
followin 


‘The tumult and the sheuting dies, 
The Captains and the Kings depart ; 
Still stands Thine ancient sacrifice 
An humble and a contrite heart. 
l.o:d God of Hosts be with us yet 
Lest we forget, Lest we forget.” 

In “‘ Rimmon” he related in verse the story of Naaman and Elisha. 
“The Rabbi's Song” is another beautiful poem of God's justice and mercy, 
Other verse showing his love of the Bible inclades * The. Merchantmen,” 
‘The Treasure and the Law,” and “ The Wandering Jew.” 

Not so well known are his sympathetic writings about Jews, as for 
example, ‘‘Jews in Shushan” which is the niheteenth story in “ Life's 
Handicap ” wherein he describes a Jewish family living in Shushan with 
other Jews to the number of cight (men and women). The father of the 
family longs for other Jews to live there in order that they might form a 
Congregation, but instead the already small number is further diminished 
by death. In ‘* Puck of Pook’s Hill” is another story of a medieval Jew, 
syinpathctically treated.

Tribute To His Rie Majesty 


Dr. 8. Rawidowicz read a Paper on “ Moses Mendelssohn—the German 
and Jewish Philosopher” (with special reference to his influence on 
German-Jewish Problems and his Place in Jewry, at a meeting of the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, which was held on Tuesday 
evening in the Gustave Tuck Theatre, Unversity College, Gower 
Street, W.C, 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, D.S.O., the President, who presided, 
opened the meeting with a tribute to the late King, the audience standing 
for a few minutes in solemn silence to His Majesty's memory. 


‘We meet here to-night,” said the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, “ under 


the shadow of a great national sorrow. We members of the Jewish 
Historical Society take this opportunity of voicing the deep sympathy that 
we all feel towards Her Majesty the Queen and all the members of the 
Royal Family in the passing of King George. You would not wish me to 
dilate upon the virtues of this great Monarch nor what his reign has meant 
for Anglo-Jewry. The historian of the future wiil know how to estimate 
the greatness of the Georgian period at its true value. I will only con- 
clude by saying that we Jews, as loyal subjects of His Majesty, join with 
all our hearts and with the deepest emotion in voicing our deep sympathy 
at the loss of a man who was both a great ruler and a true man as well 
as, Without any language of eXacgeration, the greatest King who ever sat 
upon the British throne. 

Formally, then, I would ask yon to join with me in a vote of the 
deepest sympathy and condolence to the Royal Family in their bereave- 
ment at the present moment.” 

Mr. ADLER announced that the brochure of Sir Herbert Samuel's 
Lecture, which he delivered recently to the Society, was now ready, and 
would be distributed to the members of the Society at the end of this 
week or the beginning of next. 

The President then spoke of the great loss the Society had suffered 
by the deaths of Mrs. Flora Sassoon, Lord Reading and Sir Meyer 
Spielman. The members stood in silent tribute to their memory. 

Dr. RAWIDOWICZ then delivered his paper. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Rawidowiez was accorded, on the motion of

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


No Time For Fainthearts 


T is almost three vears since the German disaster befell us: 
During the time that has elapsed, our energies have been 
absorbed in watching the successive blows dealt our co-religionists 
in the Reich and in endeavouring to parry them. 


That was inevit- 
able, and also it was right. 


But there is an internal, as well as an 
external, aspect to this experience, of which, from time to time. a 
letter or a conversation, here or there, urgently warns me. There is 
the effect of the crisis on the mentality and the morale of the Jews 
outside Germany. This aspect of the situation is an important one, 
and it demands consideration. One often hears that the present 
situation of our people is the worstin all its history. Historians, 
with an eye on the Crusades, the Inquisition, and other sad chapters 
in our melancholy story, may argue about that proposition. None 
of them will deny the gravity and the painfulness of the position 
as we see it to-day. A London newspaper recently described it as 
“ pitiful.” It is that!—though the word made me squirm when | 
read it. The Jews, in this year of the long Christian era, an object 
of pity! I felt that they did not want pity; what they asked was 
fair play! 


ET, the plight of our people ts serious, not to say calamitous. 
No other description befits the circumstances in which a trio 
of prominent Jews sets out on a mission to rescue a hard-pressed 
Jewry elsewhere from martyrdom andextinction! It is only when 
we envisage this incident in these cold and simple terms that we 
grasp the full magnitude and awfulness of the Jewish problem as it 
has developed after twenty centuries of struggle! It is to this that 
all our efforts and hopes have come! Nor is that the end of it. 
Germany has not the monopoly of twentieth-century anti:Semitism, 
though in its thorough-going ruthlessness and resolution it stands 
alone. There are enemies of the Jews in many other countries. 
They are not, at any rate avowedlv, headed by the Governments of 
those countries—an importan§ distinction. But nevertheless, they 
are powerful enough for mischief, and implacable enough to render 
the lot of many Jewries a hard and anxious one, so that, as I once 
phrased it, the Jewish people has to stand on guard not on one or 
two frontiers but on many. 


AS we contemplate the present disaster, our mind travels back to 

the comparable misfortune in the Russia of the ‘eighties and 
‘nineties of the last century. There must be not a few still among 
Yet there are differences between the 
two attacks on our people. In the German instance, we were more 
taken by surprise than we were in the Russian. With the optimism 
of- humanity, which rebuilds its habitations on the slopes of a 
volcano the moment its lava torrents have ceased, the Jews did not 
believe that an onset like that of the Tsar and his Russians could 
occur again, and least of allin Germany. We cannot censure them 
overmuch. They had been brought up in atime in which the final 
victory of freedom was held to be near, an age which prided itself 
above all on the triumph of “ Progress"! Their beliefs have had 
a partial justification, too, in the fact that the mass pogroms of 
the Tsarist days have not occurred, so far, in Hitlerist Germany. 
Pray God they never will! Forthe pogroms of the Tsar, there has 
been substituted the “cold pogrom” of the Nazis—slow starvation, 
for sudden death! Nothing much for the panegyrists of modern 
Civilisation to “ write home about"! 


Bot there are other differences to note! The Russian onslaught 

was organised among a peasantry barely one generation 
removed from slavery. The Nazis have rallied a people who are 
the heirs to centuries of culture and greater or less freedom. The 
one might at least have been understood as the ebullition of a 
mentally undeveloped nation; the other cannot! And that means 
that Jews are not safe in an educated country. Education cannot 
Save them. It does not prevent a stampede back to barbarism, 
given the requisite perversionist influences. Disconcerting thought! 
The Russian and German cases are characterised by another crucial 
difference. There were, if I remember aright, some five million 
or so Jews in the Russia of Tsar Nicholas Il. There were only 
half-a-million in Germany when Hitler began his work of cold- 
blooded destruction. From the point of view of finishing off a whole 
Community, therefore, Hitler's task was a much more manageable 
proposition than that of the Russian pogromists. Hundreds of 
thausands of Jews poured over the Russian frontier towards the 
United States of America af the wave of the Russian bludgeon, 
and the remaining millions could hardly have hoped for release. 
Less than a hundred thousand have fled the Reich at the crack of 
the Hitlerist whip, but the prospect of the rest leaving is not so 
remote. The whole Community can practically be wiped out as a 
German community, and such is the impotence of the Jewish 


people to-day that it is preparing, in sheer despair, voluntarily to 
help the process! 
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MALL wonder then if Jews should feel deeply discouraged in 
their innermost heart. They know that there are other 
communities of their brethren scattered about Europe and else. 
where. It is inevitable, therefore, that they ask themselves whether 
other tyrannies wl Jater on bestir themselves to action on the 
Prussian model, and whether, in those events, there would, in the 
light of experience, be anything or anybody tostopthem. Certainly 
the German propaganda machine will not. A terrible situation for 
a people to find itself in at this hour of the day, and the mark of the 
damnation of our vaunted modern civilisation, for it has been said 
with truth, again and again, that the treatment of the Jews is the 
acid test of progress! In essence, Nazism, with its jargon of 
Gleihschaltung, is a harking back to similar theories of the 
Russian Jew-baiters. If Hitlerism means “one race, one creed, 
one Party,’ the Russian anti-Semitism clamoured for “one Tsar, 
one nation, one Religion.” Religion, it is true, is not one of the 
pet enthustasms of the Nazis, but the narrow, exclusive spirit, which 
seeks to exclude the Jew from his place in the nation is the brand 
of the devilish cult in Hitler's Germany, as it was in Tsarist 
Russia. 


ND now, the Jew, glancing around, may ask; in despair, where 
hope is to be found. It is clearly demonstrated that a nation, 
or its dictator, may stamp out a community, and there will be none 
to say it nay. The red hand of its diplomats will be cordially 
shaken. Its sportsmen will be received with open arms. It has 
carte-blanche for any villainy, for there is such athing as “ diplo- 
matic correctness’! Well might the spirits of Abdul the Damned 
and King Bomba of Naples complain of the unfairness towards 
them of the humanitarians of their day! What, then, is to happen 
now? Is it, for many hundreds of thousands of Jews, to be justa 
question of “moving on”? Once more must they take up the 
piugrim’s staff, as in the dark old days? What is the use of further 
struggle? Why fight yet another fight, and perhaps many more 
fights’ Emancipation was hailed as the final surcease from oppres- 
sion. And emancipation is suppressed in one country and half- 
suppressed ar threatened in others. Why goon? - Indeed, are the 
Jews, with their moral fibre enfeebled by generations of assimila- 
tion, even capable of going on? May not the constant suggestion 
of something essentially bad in the Jewish character, penetrate at 
last even some Jews themselves, dope them into the belief that 
there may be something in this allegation, and create that most 
hideous of all phenomena; Jewish anti-Semitism ? 


ELL, the. development of a state of mind represented by these 
doubts and questionings is the thing that Jews have now to 
fight against with iron determination. They have to summon 
ngainst it-every atom of their reserves of optimism and courage. 
Throwing up the sponge and abandoning themselves to a sheer 
attitude of defeatism would not placate their enemies. It could 
only lead to demoralisation, which would, in the end, multiply 
and intensify existing’ enmities. By contesting the ground, 
every inch, our better qualities are brought out, the qualities of 
steadfastness and loyalty; by surrendering if, we give ourselves 
over to shrinking cowardice and sordid meauness. In one instance, 
we fortify the friends we have; in the other, we discourage and lose 
them. At the long last, pity for our plight would avail us little. 
Respect for a people that fights its own battle and does not lose 
heart is far more likely to issue in practical help. After all, bad 
as things are, the conscience of the world is not dead. An inter- 
national conscience is struggling to assert itself. It is a hard struggle. 
But it is for Jews, of all peoples, as I have frequently insisted in 
these columns, to succour and fortify that international conscience, 
not incontinently to abandon it. 


HE battle for human rights is long and arduous. tub the 
fact that it is, to so great an extent, fought over the body 

of the Jew is our patent of nobility, quite as much as our badge 
of sorrow. We are, in very deed, the “chosen people '’—chosen 
as the battle-ground of human progress. ‘The role is a testing 
one, but it is glorious ; and unless God is a myth, nd 
Creation an accident leading nowhere uuless to failure and 
perdition, our resistance must and will be crowned with victory 
some day. Ours the task to forward the triumph by fortitude 
under pain, and by faith that may falter but not die. If we 
have lost many an engazement and “ moved on" from the 
stricken field time and again, the record of human tyrannies 
is no less tragic. Vanished is the bloodstained Turkish Sultanate. 
The Tsardom has gone down, never to be again. ‘The latest 
despotism is swaying on its shaky economic foundations. And 
remember, too, that under many visitations, throughout the 
centuries, Jewish vitality has never ebbed away, the creative impulse 
in our people has never failed, the sap has never dried in the 
Jewish tree. Reflect on the miracle which is Palestine. Think of the 
Jerusalem University and the thousand Jewish students who last 
year sought entrance to it; of the Hebrew language in vigorous 
rebirth after ages of seeming death; of the Palestinian Jewish 
child, happy, free, upstanding, the symbol and the harbinger of 
the coming race. Before all these stirring truths the spirit of 
defeatism must stand abashed. Courage, and more courage! Faith, 
and yet more faith! Steady!

“Purge the Board of Boycott Breakers’ Motion 


Lost by Narrow Majority 


Mr. Nevitie J. Laskr, AC. (Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue), 
who presided over last Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies ot 
British Jews at Woburn House, opened the proceedings by a 
sympathetic reference on behalf of the Jewish Community to. the 
Hiness of “ther beloved King.” 

The Vresident moved votes of condolence on the death of the 
Marquess of Reading, Sir Meyer Spielman and. Mrs. Flora Sassoon. 
The President congratulated Mr. Perey Cohen'on behalf of the Board 
upon having the C.B.E. conferred upon hum, and Miss Hennetta 
Szold upon her attamment of her seventy-tifth birthday. He welcomed 
the mew Assistant Seeretaryv, Mr. R. Crivon. 

Mr. Laskit read a letter from Viscount Cecil stating that the 
League of Nations Union was facing a financial crisis, and that they 
had been compelled to issue an appeal tor £100,000 to enable them to 
Carry out the enormous amount of work that had to be done in the 
mumediate future. “Unless,” wrote Lord Ceeil, “substantial financial 
assistance 1s forthcoming, we shall have to curtail our educational 
activities and apprecably reduce our orgamsation.” They would 
agree, added Lord Ceeil, that such a step would be a ealanutous one, 
“especially in view of recent happenings and the unperative need of 
a strong League of Nations Umon.” Any financial help that could be 
given to the Union would be gratefully received. They needed £20,000 
for mmediate purposes. 

He felt, sand Mr. Laski, that, coming from such a signatory, the 
letter would receive their earnest and sympathetic attention. They 
owed so inuch over so many years to Lord Cecil that he eould not feel 
that lis‘appeal would fall upon deaf ears. 

Mr. B. A. Levinson (Liberal Jewish) moved the Report of the Law 
and Parhamentary Comunittee. 

The Report includes the letter of resignation of Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P.. 
from the Vice-Presidency of the Board. It also gives the reply of the India 
Office to an enquiry by the Board, to the effect that there is no proposal 
under consideration for restricting the facilities for the educational welfare 
of the children of‘the Jewish Community m Bengal. 

Both Mr. Levinson arid the President expressed their deep regret 
at Nir Isidore’s resignation, and paid tribute to his services. 

The Board agreed that an expression of the signal and distin- 
guished services which Sir Isidore Salmon had rendered to the Board 
and to the Communit, should be recorded iT) the Minutes Book and 
the Report Wiis adopted, 


Joint Foreign Committce 


Mr. Leonarp G. Montreriore, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association). 
presented the Report of the Jomt Forewn Committee. 

The Report cle ais with the lett r of resignation of Mr. James ds. McDonald 
from the lou Refugees, and refers to the recommenda- 
hions of the Committee of Experts appoimted by the League Council to advise 
it on the Refuyvee problem. with the Jount Foreign (‘om- 
mittee Report records some attempt to damp down the more violent type 
ot anti-Jewish propaganda. It points out that the political strugwie in that 
city will shortly come before the League, on the decision of which will ver, 
largely depend the future of the Jews in Danziy. Alter a reference to the 
disturbances in Poland and the Po'ish Government's assurances that they 
would repress disorder, the Repert makes mention of the anxious Situation 
of the Jews in Rumania, and draws attention to the suspicious coincidence 
bet wer n the outbreaks in that country and in Hlungary and Poland, and the 
Nazi qualities of all these activities, which would seem to point to a common 
source OF inspiration. A paragraph also makes note of the anti-Semitic 


activities in Hungary. In conclusion, the Report gives the repiy of the 
Japanese Ambassador to an enquiry made concerning the alleged ill-treatment 
of Jews in Harbin, Manchukuo. This reply concludes with an assurance that 
the Manchukuo authorities had no desire to subject the Jewish population 
to discriminatory treatment, and that ample protection would be afforded 
them as long as they abided. by the laws and regulations. 

Mr. Montetiore, referring to the announcement in THe Times that 
a delegation of German ex-Servicemen and the heads of various 
German ex-Service organisations were to arrive in London that day, 
mentioned that among the members of the delegation was Herr 
Oberlindober, who was the head of the German Disabled ex-Service- 
men’s Organisation, and also a very old member of the National 
Socialist Party. As recently as November 15th of last year, said Mr. 
Montefiore, he made a speech at Nuremberg, in which he said that 
he was very glad to be speaking in the same hall where the great 
protagonist in the struggle against the Jews, Herr Streicher, was wont 
to speak, and in the town of Nuremberg, whence knowledge had pro- 
ceeded throughout the world that Jews always had in the past and 
did in the present deceive and betray the people among whom they 
lived.

_ Recently, continued Mr. Montefiore, there had appeared an article 
in the STUERMER under the headline “Fifty Thousand Girls Disappear 
in the East End of London” (laughter). The SrverMeER article alleged 
that a description of these events appeared in the Metropolitan Police 
report of last year.

The Future of the Press Committee 
Mr. Percy COHEN (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies), 
the Chairman, moved the Report of the Press and Information 
(‘ormnittee, in the course of which it is stated: 


The Committee wave careful consideration to methods of distribution 
in the licht of previous experience and of suggestions received from’ Deputies 
who have been approached to circulate Tue ‘TIMeEs reprints. These 
suzgvestions will be acted upon where advisable. The Committee approved 
the issue of a further publication embodying Tur Tres reprints already 
circulated, and also Mr. James McDonald's letter of resignation. Approval 
was also viven to the preparation of a third edition of THe Voice or Briraty. 
An outline of a proposed handbook on the situation of the Jews in Germany 
now under consideration. 


In connection with the motion by Mr. Berrram Jacoss (New- 
port, Mon.) “That the Board would welcome the formation of an 
independent body to take over the work of the. Press Committee and 
earry out such work in an extended and more effective manner,” the 
President suggested that any statement that Mr. Jacobs might make 
might harm the’ negotiations which Mr. Lionel Cohen and he were 
eonducting, and that he should defer his motion for another month. 
In any case, he thought the best course would be for Mr. Perey Cohen 
first to make a statement. 

Mr. Percy Couen said that they were making a special distri- 
bution of Tue Tres pamphlet of a very wide character, and the 
Press Committee had authorised this special distribution. Mr. Cohen 
added that this special distribution would include the McDonald 
letter as printed in Tur Times. Dealing with the situation in general, 
he said there was no doubt of the wave of sympathy with the 
Jewish people which had shown itself in the Press in recent. weeks. 
A great. contributory factor had been Mr. McDonald's letter, and the 
second contributory factor, he thought, was the recital of Lord 
Reading's career, which had created a fund of goodwill for their people 
in the Press which would take their enenues long to destroy. 


The Board s Inecflectiveness Ind:ctcd 


Mr. Bertram Jacogs decided to make his statement. He said 
there had been two sunple problems before the Community: Whether 
the Community was to have an adequate defence organisation; and 
which was the particular body which should undertake such organisa- 
tion. He recalled the discussions and negotiations on the 
reorganisation of the Board and the ill-fated Rowson Report. He 
reminded them of the financial obstac'!es which had been encountered 
and how Mr. Rowson went to Sir Robert Waley Cohen, with negative 
results. The reason for Sir Robert’s attitude, said Mr. Jacobs, was 
because he did not consider the Board the suitable body for this 
defence organisation, and beeause he was of the opinion that if the 
work was to be done effectively it must be done by a_ body 
independent of the Board. Mr. Jacobs said that he himself was 
inclined to agree with Sir Robert. The Community must have this 
Organisation, If it was not done by the Board, let it be done outside 
the Board. The Community was not going to worry itself very much 
about the Board in this matter, and the Hon. Officers knew that 
perfectly well. Sir Robert had stated definitely that if the matter 
were left to an outside organisation he would undertake the formation 
of the organisation. Sir Robert was prepared to take the ‘initiative 
in the formation of a body independent of the Board—a body which 
should be properly equipped, properly manned and properly financed. 
Who could doubt for a moment, knowing him, that if he undertook 
this it would be effectively carried out? Sir Robert’s offer had spurred 
on the Hon. Officers to try and do what earlier on they had stated 
was impossible—to find the funds themselves. At their request, he 
(Mr. Jacobs) had postponed consideration of his motion right from 
July of last year up to the present, to give them a chance of getting 
this money. So far, they had not been successful. Mr. Guedalla had 
resigned the Chairmanship of the Press Committee, because adequate 
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funds for the work were not forthcoming. Mr. Jacobs said that he 
was going to allow his motion to stand over till next month. No 
proposal, however, which the President could bring forward in eub.- 
stitution for the one he had incheated should be acceptable unless 
it was really adequate. The Community must not have a makeshift 
in a matter of this sort. The sum aimed at in the Rowson Committee 
Report was £3,000 a year. That would have to be multiplied several 
times over to give them an adequate defence organisation. and one of 
the objections raised by Sir Robert Waley Cohen to this matter being 
taken in hand by the Board was that the Board (by which he meant 
the Rowson Committee) had not properly envisaged the magnitude of 
the problem ; that 1t was a bigger problem than the Board understood. 
and that it required a great deal more money than was dreamt of 
by the Board. Why, declared Mr. Jacobs, the sum of £3.000 
or nearly the whole of it, might have to be spent upon the salary 
of one man to take charge of an organisation of that sort. whether 
he be called Secretary or any other official name. The thing had to 
be done in a big way. In addition to that, if the Community was to 
have the right body, the work must not be divided up between the 
Board and an outside body in order to save the prestige ot the 
There must be one body with an undivided responsibility. 

The Report of the Commuttee was adopted. 

Dr. Isragt FELDMAN (Great), the Chairman. moved the Ri port of 
the Palestine Committee, which was carried.

Boycott or Resign! 


The following motion was moved by Nir. i Horowitz (Dunk 
Street Beth Hamedrash) : 

“That for so long as Jewish citizens in Germany are denied equality of 
treatment with other German citizens this meeting of the Board resolwese that 
it is morally incumbent upon every member of the Board to abstain entirely 
from trade relationships With Crermany, and that any member of the Board 
failing to conform with this resolution should resign his membership.” 


Mr. Horowitz recalled the special meeting of the Deputies called 
to protest against the Nuremberg laws, at which a resolution was 
unanimously carried in connection with the boycott, in the form of 
a declaration which, he believed, was also a pledge. Mr. Horowitz 
alleged that the largest importer of Gerinan goods was a imember of 
the Board, and said that the general feeling was that the Jews were 
not carnest with regard to the boycott. Sacrifices, urged Mr. Horowitz 
were necessary because no principle that he knew of had yet been 
established without some sacrifice, and without, in certain instances. 
hardship. The representative body of a Community stood out as a 
symbol of the honesty of purpose of that Community, and it had 
to be beyond suspicion. They could not have a contradiction between 
principle and practice so far as a representative body of a Community 
was concerned. One could not declare that no self-respecting Jew 
would handle German goods or use German services and have members 
of the Board, for whatever reasons they might act, openly violating 
that princip!e. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C. (Feceration 
of Synagogues). 


A Permissive Amondment 


Mr. Lione. L. Conen, KAC. 
following amendment : 

“That whilst the Board re-affirms the resolution adopted by it at the 
special meeting of the Board on the 2nd of: October, 1935, it considers the 
application of the principle enunciated therein must be left to the honour 
and the independerit judgment of every member of the Board.” 


Mr. Cohen said that the Board of Deputies was a _ repre- 
sentative body, and they must be prepared te accept all points ot 
View. 

Mr. B. A. Levinson, in seconding the amendment, deciared that 
it was unpossible to say that it was morally incumbent upon every 
member of their Community to abstain from trade relations with 
Germany in all circumstances. “Any attempt,” said Mr. Levinson, 
“by a majority to tyrannise over a minority. Is going to have the 
strong disapproval of every Jew who is fighting strongly for 
minorities.” 

Mr. L. J. Hypieman (Ealing and Acton) told the Board that 
of his former German imports he had managed to cut out approxi- 
mately 80 per cent., not without sacrifice. He had not cut out the 
other 20 per cent. because, as a practical business man, he knew that 
were he to do so to-morrow anyone of a dozen of his own competitors 
—all non-Jews—would snap up that agency readily. 

Mr. Cyrm Q. Henriques (Nairobi) asked whether those who 
dealt with Germany were to be allowed to represent British Jewry, 
and was their honour safe in their hands? That was what they were 
asked to vote upon. 

Mr. Maurice Arram (Shepherd's Bush) said that those who were 
trading with Germany were giving aid and comfort to the enemy. In 
those circumstances, he did not regard the view that Mr. Lionel Cohen 
and Mr. Levinson suggested had any bearing upon the argument. All 
the resolution said was that those who traded with the enemy should 
withdraw from the Board. 

Mr. Lionel L. Cohen’s amendment was put to the vote and was 
carried by sixty-six votes to forty, on a show of hands. Mr. Horowitz 
demanded a re-count, and this resulted in Mr. Lionel L. Cohen's 
amendment being carried by sixty-six votes to fifty-two. _

“THE A.B.C. OF RACE” 


What the Children are Taught 
HATE, HATE, HATE 


The School of Racial Politics in Munich has approved a new 
eighty-page primer “ urgently recommended for universal school use. 
It is called “the A.B.C. of Race,” and is issued by the educational 
publishing house of Ferdinand Kamp, at Bochum. The editor ts Franz 
Lueke. 

Children are instructed first of all to compile their own ‘ book 
of inheritance,” consisting of details of each of their ancestors back to 
the fourth generation. “Whether of German, or at least, Aryan blood 
is one of the facts:to be chronicled. The races of Europe are set out as 
follows: ‘“ Nordic, Rhenish, Baltic, Mediterranean, Dinaric, South- 
East Teutonic, Jewish and Gypsy.” The last two are branded as 
“unstable, inferior and blood-corrupting.” Photographs of the 
“Jewish type” give him an enormous nose and a cunning smule. 
“However,” the manual states, “we must not confuse mere outer 
appearance with race. Race is really soul! Beware—there are people 
who look perfect Nordic specimens outwafdly, but in inward spunit 
are Jews!” Science can only really determine race by “ considering 
the way a man comports himself—how he walks, speaks, laughs and so 
on. If you do not believe this, consider for a moment how the Jew 
behaves! ” 

The children are warned of the “four great problems of Germany.” 
1. The land shortage, through the loss of her colonies. 2. The virtual 
exile of one third of the population, e.g., Germans in the United States. 
3. The menace of the Jew, who is “a mixture of Asiatic stocks with 
Negro and a slight amount of European blood thrown in.” 4. The 
decline in the birthrate. “ A people without room becomes, in time, a 
room without people. And, unless it is a great military power, other 
nations come in and take it from its few soldiers and old men.... 
But if we all fight together under our mighty Nazi leadership and 
with our fine new race laws, the splendid Nordic future of the New 
Germany is assured. Has not the Fiihrer himself prophesied? ‘A 
nation that fosters only its best stock in a racially degenerate age must 
become Master of the Earth! 


ZIONIST BID FOR LEADERSHIP 
Manifesto Issued 
GERMAN JEWRY MUST BE TRANSFORMED 


A bid for unification and the leadership of German Jewry is made 
by the German Zionist Federation in a mamifesto issued by the 
Executive in preparation tor the twenty-fifth Zionist, Conference in 
Germany. 

The aim of the Federation will be, as formerly, it is stated, to 
@ansform the Jews in Germany into a solid and conscious section of 
the Jewish people, to educate them in the Jewish national idea and 
to lead them from a state of disunity to work, as a “solid national 
group settling its own affairs independently,” for the construction of 
their own life in the Diaspora and of the National Home in Palestine. 

The manifesto also demands that all Jewish Communities in the 
Reich, as well as the Reichsvertretung der Juden in Deutschland, the 
supreme Jewish representative body in Germany, composed of all 
elements in German Jewry, “should be permeated with the Zionist 
spirit.” 

Proclaiming itself as the body best fit to organise and represent 
the Jews of Germany within the Reich, the Executive of the German 
Zionist Federation outlines in its proclamation the programme which 
is to be discussed and adopted at the twenty-fifth Conference of the 
Federation, which opens on February 22nd. This programme includes 
the following items: 

To model the structure of German Jewry so as to enable it to find 
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within the scheme of existing laws, possibilities of economic, social and 
cultural existence; to Convert German Jewry into an organised, 
nationally-conscious, solid unit of the Jewish nation, as a part of 
the Jewish nation; to provide for Jewish education of children and 
others on a large scale; and to develop larger activities by adapting 
Jews to new professions, artisanship and emigration. 

“The Zionist Federation of Germany is convinced,” the manifesto 
states, “ that it has recognised most clearly the needs of German Jewry 
to-day and has the power to fulfil the tasks arising from these needs. 
Less than ever does it consider it possible to lumit itself to special 
spheres of Jewish activities, but demands defimtely and considers it 
absolutely necessary that it should play the leading role in all central 
and local bodies which are engaged in planning these activities,” 


THE “JEW-PURE” SAAR 


The Rich Have Escaped 
BUT THE POOR REMAIN 


Speaking at a demonstration in Saarbriicken in celebration of the 
anniversary of the Saar plebiscite, Herr Buerckel, Governor of th 
district, sani: “ By March Ist, 95 per cent. of all Jews in the Saar 
will have left the regron, so that it will be the * Jew-purest’ region m 
Germany.” 

While Germany was celebrating the anniversary, over two 
thousand Jews residing in the Saar were making last-hour preparations 
to ermigrate abroad betore the expiration of the one-year penod during 
which they are permitted to take their capital out of the Reich. 

The wealthier elements among the five thousand Jews who resided 
in the Saar, when it became a part of the Reich, soon emigrated, 
taking their capital with them. 

Of those remaining Jews, approximately two thousand are now 
liquidating their assets and converting everything into cash with a 
view to leaving the Saar within the coming month. About fifteen 
hundred will be compelled to remain after March Ist. They constitute 
the poorest elements of the Jewish population, and preparations are 
being made by central Jewish relief organisations in Berlin to take 
eare of thern. Most of the Saar Jews are artisans and small traders. 


THE VICTORY OF THE “ BOCHES” 
Germans Who Feel Ashamed of Their Country 
‘BUT THE FACT REMAINS ——” 


In the course of two articles on Germany to-day, a special 
Correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN writes: 

“The persecution of the Jews grows steadily worse, and the 
standards of justice, at one time as high as any in Europe, are now the 
lowest.... The elite of German skilled workmen are men of intelli- 
gence and humanity, and to them the National Socialist dictatorship 
is an object of deepest hatred and contempt. The National Socialist 
leaders, except Hitler—and even he is not as immune from criticism 
as he was—are regarded with widespread loathing, and not merely 
wmnongst the working class. ‘There is .in Germany to-day a_ vast 
multitude belonging to all classes that has only one wish—namely, to 
get rid of the National Socialists. There is a French epigram that is 
often quoted with approval in Germany nowadays—namely, that the 
National Socialist -revolution is ‘la victoire des Boches sur les 
Allemands.” One of the most striking phenomena in Germany to-day 
is the number of Germans who feel ashamed of their country. Again 
and again one hears intelligent and objective Germans, and not émigrés 
only, say that it, the regune, cannot last, for the mismanagement is 
too great, the rottenness beyond repair. 

“ But the fact remains that a new social and political, though 
perhaps not economic, order is being created in Germany and that 
National Socialism is not’ meeting with effective opposition anywhere. 
Discontent and disillusionment are so widespread that it is sometimes 
dithcult to discover a National Socialist amongst the older generation. 
sut fear of chaos as an alternative to National Socialism—a fear that 
may be quite unjustified; fear of dividing, and therefore weakening, 
Germany. at a tune when she is at last recovering her place amongst 
the Great Powers; fear of arrest, torture, death. prison, concentration 
camp, unemployment, and destitution deter all but an insignificant 
minority from active ‘opposition.’ Discontent and_ disillusionment 
remain passive and negative—so far, at least, all that is dynamic and 
positive in Germany has followed the sign of the Swastika.” 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS 


Conflicting Government Orders 
A LIMITED AMNESTY 


Having to use their own discretion as to whether or not to renew 
the licences of Jewish commercial travellers for the new year, German 
police authorities are now compromising between the order they 
received from the Ministry of the Interior not to renew the licences 
and the instructions given to them by the Ministry of Economics to 
place no difficulty in the way of Jewish salesmen on the question of 
renewal of licences. 

_ _A survey made by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency Correspondent 
in Berlin discloses that the police authorities have so far been renew- 
ing the licences of those Jewish salesmen who have a clear police 
record, but refuse to issue licences for 1936 to those who have been 
sentenced even to the smallest fine. This includes fines for motoring 


offences. About 1,000 Jewish commercial travellers have been refused 
licences on these grounds in Berlin alone. In the provinces the same 
policy of compromise is being followed by the police authorities, except 
in Franconia, Herr Streicher's territory, where Dr. Schacht’s order 
is absolutely ignored. | 
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IMPOSSIBLE POSITION OF JEWISH LAWYERS 


A Scandalous Case in Magdeburg 
PUNISHED FOR EXERCISING ELEMENTARY RIGHTS 


A “non-Aryan” ex-lawyer named Fliess, of Magdeburg, has been 
sentenced to mine months’ imprisonment for “raising a false accusa- 
tion” against a Nazi colleague. The case arose out of a complaint 
brought before the Magdeburg Labour Court in May, 1935, in whieh 
the two lawyers took part. On that occasion, the Nazi, Dr. Kuhlmey, 
objected to having to appear against Fliess, on the ground of the 
latter’s Jewish descent. Fliess took action against Kuhlmey before 
the Lawyers’ Chamber and alleged that he had said: “I would sooner 
deal with a Negro than a Jew.” The Chamber found in favour of 
Kuhlmey, on the ground that he had not attacked Fliess personally 
but had merely made a general observation. 

Thereupon, proceedings were instituted against Fliess for “false 
accusation.” At the tral, Kuhlmey. denied that he had made the 
alleged statement, while the President and two other members of 
the Labour Court, called as witnesses, stated that they had heard 
such expressions as “Negro” and “Jew,” but not in the form alleged 
by Fliess. In sentencing Fliess to nine months’ imprisonment, the 
Court found that the statement had not been made in the form alleged. 
The accused, as a lawyer, should have known that no personal insult 
had been intended. In fixing the sentence, account was being taken, 
it was stated, of the fact that the accused had attacked a pioneer of 
the Nazi Movement with a long record of service, whom it was the 
‘ourt’s task to protect. 


“RACIAL POLICY IS BASIC” 
Dr. Gross Replies to the Pope 


Dr. Walter Gross, head of the racial department, speaking to 
Hitler Youth leaders at the Institute of Politics in Berlin, emphasised 
that the Nazi regime will never compromise with anyone on its anti- 
Jewish policy. “The racial policy,’ Dr. Gross declared, “is the 
central and the basic policy of our entire Nazi Movement.” 

Dr. Gross admitted in his address that not only abroad, but also 
in Germany, there were many people who were of the opinion that 
racial ideas were a danger to spiritual values. “ Such opinion is nothing 
but potson of the worst kind,” Dr. Gross asserted. Referring to the 
Vatican’s criticism of the anti-Jewish racial laws, the expert stated : 
“The Pope, in his arguments that our racial laws are contrary to 
science, has only shown his ignorance of biology.” 


THE RHINELAND WANTS MORE 
Nuremberg Laws Not Enough 


Herr Posse, of the Reichs Ministry of Economics, recently met in 
Cologne the local leaders of the Nazi Party and representatives of 
important Rhenish industries. The meeting was called by the local 
Nazis to bring the particular economic difficulties of the Rhineland to 
the Government's attention. 

The President of the Rhineland, Herr Terboven, and others 
pointed out the difficulties resulting from the Government's handling 
of the Jewish problem and especially from the obscure situation caused 
by their failure to extend the Nuremberg laws to the economic field, 
as promised. Herr Posse replied that until the Jewish economic laws 
were promulgated no interference in Jewish concerns could be 
permitted by the Government.

FORBIDDEN TO LEAVE GERMANY 
New Restrictions on Munich Jews 


The Munich police are embarking on a systematic examination of 
the passports of Jews. Calling at the houses of Jews, they are taking 
their passports to police headquarters and returning them with the 
permit to travel Ausland (abroad) cancelled. Special permission to go 
abroad temporarily is being granted in very exceptional cases, but it 1s 
becoming an increasingly difficult matter, and is the source of great 
anxiety to those Jewish business men who have to pay frequent 
visits abroad. 


THE STERN CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC 
“ Aryanised” After Eighty-five Years 


The well-known Stern Conservatory of Music, a Jewish school 
which has existed for eighty-five years, passed last week into the 
ownership of the City of Berlin, according to an order issued by Dr. 
Lippert, Nazi Commissioner for Berlin. 

The Conservatory has been under the supervision of a Nazi 
Commissioner for the last six months. It went on employing Jewish 
instructors, however, and accepting Jewish students, because it was 
considered a Jewish institution. But at a recent meeting of “Aryan” 
music teachers and students it was demanded that this institution 


Should be “Aryanised” “for the sake of Germany’s younger 
generation.” 


Jewish Tenants Given Notice 


The Berlin “Aryan” landlords have undertaken a sweeping move 
to expel Jewish tenants from their houses and flats. Over six hundred 
in the Friedenau, Tempelhof and Wilmersdorf districts of Berlin have 
already received notice to leave before Ist of April, and no new 
Jewish tenants are being accepted by the landlords. i 
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Mischlinge”’ 


The formation is announced of a special Reichs Committee to 
deal with cases where Mischlinge (Jewish “half-castes”) with two Jewish 
grandparents apply for permission to marry “Aryans,” or Mischlings 
with one Jewish grandparent (as allowed under the Nuremberg laws). 
The Committee, which is to be attached to the Reichs Ministry of the 
Interior, will be the principal adjudicator in all such matters, which 
will be dealt with at a private session. The final decision rests with 
the Reichs Minister of the Interior and the Fiihrer’s Deputy. 


Ancient Synagogue Unearthed 


The remains of a Synagogue built in the thirteenth century have 
been discovered in Breslau on the site of an old Church. The Church 
was built in the Middle Ages and, it is assumed, replaced the Syna- 
gogue which previously had occupied the site. This is the second case 
in the Breslau district in which evidences of ancient Synagogues have 
been found on sites later occupied by Churches. The first was in Oels, 
near Breslau, where is was established that the St. Salvatoro Church 
had been reconstructed from an ancient Synagogue.

Jews Brought America Into the War! 


In connection with Mr. Pierpont Morgan's statement before the 
Conumission of the Américan Senate on the causes which mnvolved the 
United States in the Great War, the Nazi Press has opened another 
attack on the Jews, this time accusing them of drawing America into 
the War. We read that “ Jewish high finance ” alone was responsible, 
“as the Jews, in accordance with the Protocols of the Elders of Zion, 
sought world domination.” Mr. Morgan himself is reterred to as a 
“Jewish banker.” 


GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 

A MEMORANDUM has been presented to the League by Jewish 
delegations in Paris claiming that Germany has broken her pledge not 
to discriminate for twelve months against the Jews in the Saar. 

THe Hamburg-America Line will no longer accommodate Jewish 
passengers im the same cabins as°“Aryans.” 

Tue Munich pohee authorities have forbidden all local Jewish 
organisations the use of halls owned by non-Jews. 

THe committee administering the Mozart Foundation in Frank- 
fort has decided to bestow a bursary in September. Applicants must 
give proof of “Aryan” descent. 

Tae FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG reports that two persons who. broke 
into a Jewish house in Lonsdorf while drunk and assaulted the head 
of the house and his family, have been sentenced by the Giessen 
district court to six weeks’ mnprisonment. 

For peddling without a licence, a Jewish pedlar named Wohlheim 
was sentenced by a court at Karlsruhe to sixteen months’ umprison- 
ment. The maximum punishment for such an offence ever given to 
“Aryan” is a fortnight. 

AccorpinG to Dr, Frick, Minister of the Interior, Germany’s 
memorable achievements in 1935 were (1) the re-organisation and 
standardisation: of local government; (2) the winning back of the 
Saar; (3) the return to conscription and unfettered arming; (4) the 
passing of the Nuremberg laws against the Jews; (5) the elevation 
of the Nazi swastika flag to the status of sole national flag. 


THe FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG reports that the Law of December Ist 
enacting that emigrants, including those settling abroad, are still 
subject to currency restrictions, has been made retro-active to include 
persons who have been settled abroad from July Ist, 1935. The Law 
prohibits the transference abroad of property in Germany by 
exchanging it for goods to be exported and sold abroad, and fixes a 
currency-export lumit of 1,000 Reichsmarks. 

Tue Datty TeL_ecrapn reports that Max Seligmann, a Jewish 
textile merchant, was arrested by the political police in Wurzburg 
(Bavaria) for Cischarging an “Aryan” employee. 


German Ex-Servicemen in England 


The party of German ex-Servicemen who have been in England on 
. week’s tour, have returned to Germany consequent upon the King’s 
death.

Latest Nazi Move 
Political Advisers for all Sports Clubs 


The Berlin Correspondent of the DaILy TELEGRAPH reports that 
special * political advisers” have now been attached to all German 
athletic clubs. It is their duty to ensure that the political side o) 
sport is not left out of consideration and that the “proper Naz 
spirit” reigns. In one boating elub on the Wannsee the politics 
adviser countersigns all committee notices. This apphed even to a 
request that members should throw paper into the wastepaper basket 
instead ot on the floor, 

The French Minister of the Navy, M. Pietri, has declined to serv: 
on the Olympic Committee as a protest against the anti-Jewish 
discriminations in Germany. 

The first American refusal to participate in the Games if they 
are held in Berlin has been made by Herman Neugass, Tulare 
University’s Jewish sprinting star. He stated that he turned dawn 
an invitation to compete because “ this country should not participat: 
in the Olympies if-they are held in Germany.” Neugass 1s the South 
Eastern Conference sprinting champion, and last year tied the world’s 
record for the 100 yards, 

The East AnGuian Dat_y Times publishes a leading article on the 
Games and reminds its readers that “the charter of the Olympic 
Games lavs it down that the athletes of all nations ‘ shall assemb!)

denied access to public sports-grounds and municipal swimming-bath 
and are otherwise penalised. It may fairly be urged, therefore, that 
the Berlin assembly will violate the spint of the Games charter.” 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN quotes the speech of Sir Noel Curtis. 
Bennett, which we referred to last week, and comments: “ Who first 
thrust politics into sport? Whose doing is it that the Jew in Germany 
13 declared not to be a citizen, so that the Jewish athlete 1s neither a 
citizen nor entitled to whatever the rights that go with citizenship’ 
Who, but the Nazi Party, sees to it that true Germans do not play 
games or compete with Jews and that Jews do not have the use, 
as equals, of mumecipal swimming-baths and athletic grounds? 
the ‘ busybodies’ invent this, or do the Nazis do it? Sir Noel tell 
an audience that the International Committee is sure that the German 
organisers of the Winter Games will ‘carry out the ideals of the 
founder in having no other object but to promote goodwill and under- 
standing among the peoples of the world.’ How generously does the 
hoyeott of the Jewish athlete promote goodwill and understanding ! 
Hlow bravely does it ‘ carry out the ideals’ of the charter of the Games, 
which says that the athletes of all nations shall assemble ‘ on an equal 
footing!” It is said that certain English clubs are hoping still to get 
the Amateur Athletic Association to refuse to send its members to the 
Berlin Games. It should refuse, if the spirit of the Games and British 
loyalty to it mean anything—in practice.” 


The Holiday Fellowship 
British Visitors to Germany Warned 
“ POLITICAL MOTIVE IN THE WARMTH OF RECEPTION ” 

Nazi oppression in Germany was condemned at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Holiday Fellowship, held at Leicester on 
Saturday. Five hundred delegates were present and applauded its 
condemnation by Mr. T. A. Leonard, of Conway, the founder of the 
Fellowship. 

“Germany to-day,” he said, “is very different from what it was 
ten years ago. It is still the beautiful eountry it used to be. There 
is still the same wonderful state of order and the marvellous friend- 
ship that is so strong in the heart of the German people for English 
folk. There is no centre from which our people return with more 
joy and satisfaction with their treatment than from Germany. But 
we are faced with the fact to-day that there is an added political 
motive in the warmth of the reception accorded us. English people 
are going to Germany in large numbers, and I warrant that every- 
body going to Germany will have the warmest welcome they ever had 
in a foreign country. But the tremendous enthusiasm engendered by 
our cordial treatment has come to be interpreted by some people in 
Germany as British assent to the conditions of affairs which prevails 
there. That is causing a great deal of sorrow and trouble to German 
friends of ours who are out of sympathy with the regime. Jew- 
baiting, the horrors of the concentration camps, the freedom that has 
been robbed from speech and the Press, and the fact that in the 
land of Luther the religious man is supposed to accept the teaching 
given to him by the State, arouse our deepest concern. 

“The impulse on the part of some people is that we should put 
Germany under a boycott, but mny strong feeling is that fellowship 
does not lie that way. We must not lose the friendship of our German 
friends. We must get as many Germans to come over here and as 
many English to go over there as we can, and make the friendship as 
deep as possible, but as wise as possible. I am hoping our Inter- 
national Committee will discover some means to ensure that members 
going to Germany shall be ‘put wise’ for their own sakes, and shall 
have made known to them what the real conditions are, so that they 


will not be stampeded into becoming unwise friends of a totalitarian 
state,’

PROTEST MEETINGS 


Professor Brodetsky’s Memorable Address 


“The Finger of Destiny has Pointed to Great Britain ” 


Two meetings of protest against the setting up of a Legis- 
lative Council in Palestine were held in London last week-end. 
One was the Special Conference of Anglo-Jewry, convened by 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine (British Section). at Woburn 
Hiouse on Sunday afternoon and the other was a public meeting 
arranged by the “New Zionist” Organisation, on Saturday 
evening, at the Kingsway Hall 


THE JEWISH AGENCY 


Balfour Declaration and the Mandate 


The Jewish Agency meeting at Woburn House was fully repre- 
sentative and largely attended by members of the Board of Deputies 
and the delegates of the Zionist Federation and the Zionist parties im 
this country. 

Lorp MELCHETT, who presided, began by referring to the late 
iuing’s illness. In a moving reference to King George, he said: ‘The 
personal touch which he has kept with his subjects is a thing 
which is precious to every one of us. There is, perhaps, no monarch 
who has raised the authority, the prestige and the affection for the 
crown more than he has. The Jewish Community will never forget 
that 1t was in his reign that the Balfour Declaration was promulgated, 
and that this country took the Mandate to Palestine.” Continuing, 
Lord Melchett said that they were met together to discuss a question 
which was both serous and delicate, a matter that affected the whole 
development of the National Home in Palestine. They were faced 
with a grave and profound difficulty. Every one of them was grate- 
ful to the Government of this country and to successive Governments

for the assistance rendered in the development of the National Home. 
It was no wish of theirs that they should take any step or action 
in opposition to His Majesty’s. Government in these matters, and one 
of the very first principles which they believed was bound to be 
recognised was that the Mandate was not only the concern of those 
Jews who happened to be in Palestine: it was the concern of Jewry 
throughout the world. The second point of vital importance upon 
which they must ever stand fast was that the Jews, who were a 
minority in every country in the world, must never accept a minority 
position in Palestine. They believed that to force through the 
Legislative Council, with the difficult position as it existed in the 
world to-day, would be to take a step dangerous to Palestine and 
dangerous to the development of the country, a step which would 
only hamper both His Majesty’s Government and the Agency in their 
efforts to build the country up. He wished to state that many 
prominent people of all sections were supporting the view that was 
being put forward that afternoon. He hoped that in all their 
deliberations they would be moderate, realising how much they owed 
to the people and Government of this country, but realising at the 
same time that with the decision come to that afternoon they owed 
as much to history and to the Jewish people, and would discharge 
their duty fearlessly and courageously. 


“Grave Concern of Jews 

Proressor Bropetsky said : “We in the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine have had ample evidence during the past few 
weeks of the grave concern of Jews all over the world at the prospect 
of the early establishment of a Legislative Council. 

“This Conference will, I understand, help to demonstrate that 
the Jews of the Mandatory country are at one with their fellow-Jews 
in other countries; that we Jews, whether inside or outside Palestine, 
whether inside the Zionist Organisation or working for the Jewish 
National Home from outside the Zionist Organisation, whether inside 
the Jewish Agency or working for Jewish settlement in Palestine from

outside thi Jewish Ageney, ure opposed to the establishment of a 
Legislative Council at the present stage ot development of Palestine 
and of the Jewish National Home.” 

“The 460 delegates to the recent Zionist Congress at Lucerne, 
who represented a million members of the Zionist Organisation, voted 
unanunously against a Legislative Council. The Council of the Jewish 
Agency adopted the same decision unanimously. As is well known, 
a certain section of Zionists have left the World Zronist Organisation 
and have established their own organisation; their opposition is as 
strong as ours. There is the Agudath Israel, a body that has con- 
sistently refused to co-operate with the Jewish Agency: their 
opposition is as strong as ours. Co-operation with the Government, 
especially with the present High Commissioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, 
has been a foundation of our policy.

It has been a hard decision to take. We 
have for years discussed the issue at Congresses and Councils, Actions 
Committees and Administrative Committees, as well as at ad hoe 
Political Committees : we have sought the views of all our friends, 
especially of the Traany devoted non Jewish british fmends ot the 
Jewish National Home: we have discussed the matter with the re pre- 
sentatives of the Government in Palestine and in London on almost 
innumerable occasions. And we cannot do other than oppose this 
proposal. We hope that our opposition to the proposed Legislative 
Council will not affect our policy of co-operation in regard to all other 
matters affecting the Jewish National Home. We also beheve that 
public opinion in Great Britain wil understand us and will approve 
our decision 

“It was once thought that the two fundamentals of Palestine policy, 
namely, Jewish immigration and the purchase of land for Jewish 
settlement, would be outside the competence of the Council. This ts 
not the case in the Council as proposed by the Government. Land ts 
not mentioned at ‘all, and this can only mean that the Council wall 
be able to decide upon restrictions that will unpede, perhaps even 
entirely prohibit, Jewish land settlement. 


New Body Not Bound to Accept Mandate 


‘There are restrictions on the powers of the Council. But there is 
no suggestion that those who vote for or who take seats in such a 
Legislative Council are to be required to accept the Mandate, either by 
oath or by any other declaration. There is no mention of the policy of 
the Jewish National Home, which forms the Preamble to the detailed 
provisions of the Mandate, and on which the Mandate is based. 

“We Jews do not object to self-government in Palestine. We are 
for it, for the highest possible level of true democracy. But I need 
hardly say that no considerations of democracy are dietating such 
demands as the Arabs may be making for a Legislative Council. They 
are not concerned about the gyoverninent and development of 
Palestine.. They frankly want to get md altogether of the British 
and of the Jews. They are continually declaring—shouting it from 
the housetops—that they want such a Legislative Council as will 
enable them to annul the Jewish National Home policy. They 
demand powers to stop Jewish unmigration and Jewish settlement. 
Most of them declare that they will not enter a Legislative Council 
until it is made clear that Jewish nmmmigration and settlement. will be 
stopped. And, be it noted, the Council as proposed does not 


explicitly deny them these, powers or these prospects. 


“Rarely have human beings thrown themselves with such faith 
and devotion into any task as we Jews have thrown ourselves into 
the task of rebuilding Palestine. We have put our man power, our 
wealth, our scientific and technical knowledge, into the beloved 
Palestine. We have transformed the land, to the benefit of hundreds 
of thousands of Arabs. We have made possible that remarkable 
economic stability of Palestine, which is one of the wonders of our 
generation, and which even recent war rumours have really failed to 
shake. 

“Why do we do this?—for we shall continue to do it, no matter 
what enmities we may have to face and obstacles we may have to 
overcome. We do it because we believe that in Palestine oppression 
of Jews will be unthinkable, because we see in Palestine a Jewry 
liberated from that oppression which is more potent than any anti- 
Semitism, namely, the oppression of the inferiority status which clogs 
Jews’ footsteps in so many lands.

The inadequacies, to use no stronger expression, of the 
practice of local government im the districts of Palestine where the 
Arabs predominate may be illustrated by the fact that, ot the thirty 
local Councils which existed in 1925 (of which twenty-five were in 
Arab villages), six ceased to function in 1930, one was abolished in 
1931 and another in 1932; all exght were Arab local Councils, and they 
were replaced by Moukhtars. Palestine is divaded into three districts. 
The Southern District includes some of the most Ilighly developed 
areas in the country, and contains about tifteen Arab villages with 
populations between 1,700 and 3,600. Only one of these villages ts 
governed by a local Council. 

“The Jerusalem District (excluding the City of Jerusalem with its 
Jewish majorty) had, according to the census of 1931, a settled 
population of 164,039. In 1927, the munber of people entitled to 
vote in muniepal and village elections was 2,732; in 1934, in spite of 
increased population, the number of registered voters had dwindled 
to 1,974.° In the 1934 elections, in two out of the four municipalities 
in this District all the candidates were returned unopposed; as for 
the four villages included in this Distmet, in three villages all the 
candidates were returned unopposed, while in the fourth no election

Mr. Laski said: “The purpose of the resolution which I have the 
honour to submit is to demonstrate the solidarity of the Anglo 
Jewish Community with the Jewish Agency in its opposition of the 
proposals for the establishment of a Legislative Council in the present 
stage of the development of Palestine, and respectfully to urge upon 
His. Majesty's Government.a different approach to the problem ot 
the development of self-governing institutions in the country. 

“It is inevitable that the Jewish Community in Palestine, who 
have achieved a highly-developed system of self-government for their 
own internal affairs, should view with the gravest misgiving the 
prospeet of coming under the jursdiction of a Legislature dominated 
by a class who, in spite of the encouragement of the Government, 
have so signatly failed to achieve self-government within their. own 

“As an alternative to the immediate introduction of the proposed

The Rev. J. K. Gotpsioom, Chairman of the Executive Council 
of the Ziomst Federation, seconding the resolution, said: “I wish to 
state, as Charman of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
Ireland, on behalf of that Organisation, as also on behalf of other 
sections ot the World Zionist Organisation in this country, that the 
proposal submitted by His Excelleney the High Commissioner for 
Palestine concerning the establishment of a Legislative Council is 
ntirely contrary to the spirit. of the Balfour Declaration and the 
Mandate. The fact that the Declaration was given to the English 
Zromst Federation through Lord Rothschild is clear evidence that the 
Declaration was given to the Jewish people as a whole. 

“To demonstrate how far the proposed Legislative Council 1s 
against the spirit of the Balfour Declaration, I want to remind you 
of two important statements made by two great British. statesmen 
after the Declaration was given. At the meeting in the London Opera 
House, arranged by the English Zionist Federation immediatelv after 
the Declaration, the first speaker, Viscount Cecil, made the following 
statement: “Our desire is that the Arabian countries should belong 
to the Arabs, Armenia for the Armenians, and Judea for the Jews!" 
Chen, at the great demonstration held at the Royal Albert Hall in 
1920, to celebrate the Mandate, the father of the Declaration himself, 
the late Lord Balfour, stated as follows: ‘Both of us, england and the 
Jews, are partners in that great work: if we will deceive you, you will 
not succeed ; also, if you will deceive us, you will not succeed; but I 
am sure that neither of us will do so.’ 

“Since that time, the Jewish people has given proof of its com- 
plete loyalty to the British Government and of devotion to its Zionist 
ideals. We have built our National Home with the greatest sacrifices, 
and we have shown the world at large what Jews are able to do for 
the welfare of Palestine as a whole. Now, at this juncture, to impose 
upon us a Legislative Council and to reduce us to the position of a 
minority, surely, to do this is completely contrary to the spirit of the 
Balfour Declaration, contrary to the policy of the great British states- 
men who considered that the interest taken by Great Britain in. the 
upbuilding of the Jewish National Home in Palestine was of historic 
importance.”

Nanum Soxotow, who gave the closing address, said that

PUBLIC MEETING AT KINGSWAY HALL 


Mr. 5S. LanpMan, legal adviser to the “New Zionist” Organisation. 
presided. He referred to the very grave anxiety aroused by the King’s 
illness. They had, therefore, thought it appropriate, he said, ‘at 
short notice to arrange for the traditional Jewish prayer for the sick 
to be intoned. ;

Mr. VLADIMIR JABOTINSKY, President of the “New Zionist” 


Organisation, said that the attitude of the Palestrman Arabs towards 
the Jewish National Home had not changed since 1925, when the 
High Commissioner's report to the League of Nations deseribed it in 
the following terms: “The 
falfour Declaration is to be 
regarded as anathema. Its 
repeal is essential.” The 
Legislative Council would 
therefore be used. by the 
Arabs. as a Tribune for 
obstructing the progress of 
Jewish immigration. The 
Government's right of veto 
or ol legislating by decree 
was no real safeguard for 
Zionist interests. The only 
reason. for forming the 
Legislative Council being to 
humour the Arabs, the 
Government would naturally 
be anxious never to. dis- 
regard the Arab vote. The 
progress of Zionism 
depended not only on the 
absence of . restrictions; it 
depended, above all, on 
positive reforms furthering 
Jewish Colonisation, such as 
reclamation of waste land, 
safeguarding local industries, 
taxation facilities for new 
settlers, ete. All such. legisla- 
tion would be opposed by 
the Arabs on the Legislative 
Council. There would be 
fourteen Arabs among the 
twenty-eight members of the 
Legislative Council, voting, 
no doubt, unanimously im 
favour of any measure which could harm Zionism and against any measure 
favourable to Zionism. The second half of the Council, on the contrary, 
would be a motley obviously incapable of forming a united front. 
The Arab majority was practically ensured. That was worse than 
the 1922 scheme; in that project Arabs were to form about 40 per 
cent. of the Council. 

Mr. Jabotinsky referred to the progress in Palestine since 1922, 
due entirely to Jewish enterprise, and now, thirteen years later, when 
they had more to lose with the setting up of a Legislative Council, 
they were offered a scheme which was worse than the one offered in 
1922. Moreover, in 1922 the scheme was abandoned because the Arabs 
boycotted it. This time the Jews were boycotting the Legislative 
Council. Yet the Government intended to put it into effect. That 
was what they called equity for both races. ; 

It was not true that the Mandate “obliges” the Government to 
take sueh a precipitate step. The Mandate spoke of the “development

SCHEME OF THE COUNCIL 
Proposed Composition 


The official scheme of the Legislative Council issued by the 
Government of Palestine has now come to hand. 

‘Lhe Council will consist of 23 members, 5 official, 11 nominated 
and unoflicial and 12 elected, as follows:

The allotment of the seats in the Council as among elected 
members is based upon the nunibers of the different communities 
in the total population of Palestine. No revision of the distribution

In the event of an equality of votes, a casting vote will be given 
by the senior official member. 

The President will be some impartial person unconnected with 
Palestine, probably with judicial experience. He will neither 
debate nor vote. 


Qualification of Voters 
There will be no literary or money test for voters. Either Palestinian 
citizenship or legal residence in Palestine for two or three years preceding 
the date of registration as voters will serve asa qualification. In future 
elections it is proposed that. only Palestinian citizens will be allowed to 
vote. Voters must be twenty-five years old. It is left for each com- 


No person can be elected as a member of the Council who is under 
thirty years ofage. An clecte | member must be Palestinian citizen. 
Members other than official momobers, will receive a salary of £200 or 
2-00 a year. 


Powers of High Comnissioner 


After a bill has been passed by the Council, it will not become law 
until it has received the assent of the High Commissioner. The deter. 
mination of labour immigration schedules will rest with the High 
Commissioner, but if will be open to any unofficial member of the Council 
to move a resolution of objection or criticism in respect of any schedule, 

No resolution or amcnodment to a bill shall be moved which, in the 
opinion of the President, calls in question the validity of the Mandate or 
suggests that the Mandate should be abolished. 

Standing Orders will in the first instance be drawn up by the High 
Commissioner, and thereafter may be amenved by the Council subject to 
the approval of the High Commissioner. 


JEWRY PROTESTS 
Unanimit, cn All Sides 


Protesis against. the formation of a Legislative Council have been 
voiced by all sections of Jewry. The most recent protests in. England 
have come froma joint meeting of the Council of the Agudas Israel of 
Great Britain, the Association of Kabbis, and the Pro-Palestine Fund, at 
which it was decided to express the keenest objection of Anglo-Jewish 
orthodoxy at the endeavour to establish a Legislative Council in Pales- 
‘tine: and from the Federation of Zionist Youth, which has sent a 
telegram to the High Commissioner vehemently opposing the creation of 
the proposed Legislative Assembly for Palestine. 

An impressive public meeting arranged by the German Zionist 
Federation was held in Berlin last weck to protest against the projected 
Council, It was attended by almost 2,000 people. The German Zionist 
Federation Executive has issued a manifesto (mentioned under “ Germany” 
in this issuc) which contains an appeal to Great Britain, stating that the 
recent limitation of the Palestine labour immigration schedule has greatly 
shocked German Jewry. It further expresses opposition to the proposed 
Legislative Council for Palest.ne, and urges that the efforts for Arab- 
Jewish conciliation should not be jeopardised by premature parliamentary 
experiments. 

A large mass meeting was held in Johannesburg last week to protest 
against the propesed Council. Chief Rabbi Dr. J, L. Landau was in the 
Chair, and the speakers included Mr, N. Kirschner, President of the South 
African Zionist Federation. The meeting expressed its determination to 
support the attitude of the Jewish Agency and the Yishuy in their refusal 
to participate in the Legislative Council.

Order of Ancient Maccabeans 
ANNUAL GRAND BEACON MEETING 


[From our Correspondent — MANCHESTER 


About a hundred delegates from Beacons all over the British 
Isles attended the thirty-ninth Annual Grand Beacon Meeting, held 
last Sunday, at Maccabean House, Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester. 
Professor Selig Brodetsky, the Grand Commander, presided. 

Professor Brodetsky presented the thirty-ninth Annual Report. 
Maccabean House had, as anticipated, become a centre of many Jewish 
activities, and triday evenings also were now being utilised for a series 
of lectures by eminent speakers. The “N. L. Adler Testimonial Pand” 
now stood at £209, and special credit was given to the Mount Gerizim 
Beacon, of London, as the largest contributors to date. 

Professor Brodetsky addressed the Conference on the general Zionist 
position and on the work of the Order. He was sorry to see the down- 
ward trend in membership ; but he was not pessimistic, as that was a 
feature of all Friendly Societies in the country, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish. He hoped that the Order would concentrate on youth. The 
optimism of the Grand Council would be found in its hope to make certain 
grants, one of them to Zionist Youth, for the strengthening of Young 
Zionism throughout the Order. The Grand Commander stressel the 
importance of Hebrew, and he visualised the time when the annual 
proceedings would be carried on in Hebrew. Speaking of the importance 
of the Chalutziut ideology in English Jewry, he deplored the fact that the 
Order was not yet associated officially with the influential committee 
dealing with this subject in England, 

A resolution was carried to provide for the Order's contribution of 
£100 to the Daniel Sieff Research Institute at Rechoboth, and of £50 to 
the Federation of Zionist Youth, with the proviso that this latter donation 
be used in part to propagate the aims of the Order. A resolution, moved 
from London, that the Order declare its opposition to the lransfer 
Arrangement between the Zionist Executive and Nazi Germany, was 
Withdrawn. 

The Conference unanimously passed a strong resolution against the 
establishment of the proposed Legislative Council in Palestine.

Government Policy of Immigration

Mr. J. Linton, an. official of the Jewish Agency, addressed

1934, 42.000 Jews entered Palestine, and last vear’s figures would 
probably be 62,000. These figures bore little relation to the Jewish 
Agency's expert estunates of the urgent labour needs, which were 
calculated every six months by actual visits to the centres of industry 
and farms, and which, moreover, had not been challenged by the 
Government. 

In addition to the refusal to accept the Agency's figures was the 
Government's further policy now of assuming control over the quality 
of unmigration; it was classifying certificates for married and 
unmarried men—mn_ eflect.reducing total immigration—and was 
specifying trades from which to draw a proportion of the immigrants. 
The speaker referred also to the absurd disproportion of “ capitalist ” 
immigrants to workers, which by 1934 had reached the figure of one 
capitalist to two workers, with the inevitable shortage of labour for 
new enterprises,

Rumania: The Attempt on Dr. Niemirover 


King Carol's Concern 


Official Indignation at Murderous Attack 


CUZISTS NEW ONSLAUGHT 
Following the recent attempt on his life, Dr. Niemirover, Chief 


Rabbi of Bucharest, is now reported to be progressing satisfactorily. 
The extent of public indignation 


at the murderous assault is testi- 
fied to by the flood of messages 
of sympathy he has received, 
while it is stated that special 
enquiries as to his condition have 
been made by King Carol. Among 
those who sent messages were 
M. Titulescu, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs; M. Lapedatu, Minister for 
Religious Affairs; and Patriarch 
Miron Christea. The Under: 
Secretary of the Interior, M. 
Titeanu, paid a visit to the 
Rabbi at his home and conveyed 
expressions of sympathy on behalf 
of the Rumanian Government. 

The Federation of Jewish 
Communities has issued instruc- 
tions that prayers for the recovery 
of the Chief Rabbi should be 
recited in all Synagogues, while many Jewish functions bave been 
cancelled as an expression of sympathy. The Union of Rumanian 
Jews and the Jewish Party have sent a joint demand to the Premier 
calling for the protection of Jews and their property. 

Meanwhile, anti-Jewish excesses have again occurred on a 
large scale throughout the country. In Suceava, near Czernowitz, the 
Synagogue and Jewish houses were stoned, following a visit by 
Professor Cuza and his staff on the occasion of a local by-election. 
Several persons were arrested. Asa result of the election, Professor 
Cuza has been returned to the Senate. In Comanesti, an anti-Semitic 
mob carried out a similar attack against the local synagogue and 
private Jewish houses. In Britcheva, Bessarabia, the peasants 
attempted to plunder Jewish property, but the Jews organised a 
strong defence and dispersed the rioters. The Cuzists retaliated by 
accusing the Jews of being responsible for the death of a peasant 
who took part in the rioting, and eight Jews, including the local 
Jewish Mayor, M. Shendler, have been arrested. Attacks on Jews 
are also reported from a number of villages in Transylvania.

The “University Ghetto’ Again 


Endek Violence Spreads 


[From our Correspondent—WARSAW] 


After a short respite, renewed anti-Jewish disturbances are 
taking place in the Polish Universities. In Warsaw, Lemberg and 
Poznan, the Endeks are again making violent efforts to force the 
Jewish students to occupy separate seats in the lecture rooms, those 
who refuse being beaten. 

In Poznan University, three Jews were seriously mishandled 
last week, despite threats by Professor Rozycki, the head of the 
medical department, that he would close down the department 
unless the attacks on Jews ceased. In Warsaw, one of the professors 
is stated to have asked the Jews to conform with the Endek demand 
and to sit on the left side of the lecture room. The Jews refused 
and walked out of the room in protest. One Jewish student was 
seriously wounded during an assault. 

Not much better is the situation in Lemberg. Despite official 
assurances, the “Ghetto” at the Polytechnic still exists, and force 
is used to make Jewish students sit on the left side of the lecture- 
rooms. Deputy Sommerstein has now intervened with the Univer. 
sity authorities against anti-Jewish discrimination, following the 
suspension of eight Jewish students. Attacks on Jews have also 
occurred at Grodno University. It is reported that everywhere

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Protecting Polish Jews in Germany 
-— 


Retaliatory Measures 
[From our Gorrespondent—Warsaw! 

An important decree likely to bring better protection for the 
100,000 odd Polish Jews in Germany has been signed by the Presi. 
dent. By a decision of the Cabinet, a special Ministerial Committee 
has been appointed with the object of obtaining full protection of 
the interests of the Polish State and its citizens and their property 
abroad. Retaliatory measures against States where Polish citizens 
do not enjoy just treatment have been agreed upon. 

The decree is aimed in the first place against countries with 
exchange restrictions such as Germany, Rumania and Danzig. 
Whereas thousands of Polish Jews cannot remove their money from 
Germany owing to the restrictions, German nationals are allowed 
to export freely from Poland. 

At the same time, Colonel Beck, the Foreign Minister, has made 
several statements in the Sejm, which are taken by Jews to confirm 
the belief that more energetic steps will shortly be taken for the 
protection of Polish Jews iti Germany. On one occasion, he declared 
that “he and his subordinates made no distinction between creeds 
and were taking every step to secure proper treatment for Polish 
subjects in other lands.” 


Bomb Outrages

Synagogue and Shops Attacked 


The Synagogue in the Jewish township of Traskolas, near 
Czenstochow, was destroyed by a bomb last Saturday night. There 
were no casualties. In Praga, a suburb of Warsaw, a bomb was 
thrown into a Jewish chemists shop. The entire stock was 
destroyed. In Otwock, the well-known health resort, a bomb 
demolished the interior of a Jewish shop. In Lodz, a bomb thrown 
into a Jewish food store caused much dimage. Three Jewish 
pedestrians and a Christian youth, aged fifteen, were wounded. 

A group of thirty anti-Semites accused of manufacturing bombs 
to be used against Jews has been arrested in Kielce, where bomb- 
throwing had become almost a daily practice. A large number of 
prepared bombs were.found. 

Anti-Semitic hooligans last week attacked Jewish pedestrians in 
the streets of Pultusk, near Warsaw. A number of Jews were 
beaten, but finally the police suppressed the rioting. Anti-Jewish 
excesses have also occurred in Kartchew, several Jews being 
wounded. An issue of the Warsaw Jewish daily, the HAINT, bas 
been confiscated for reporting the excesses. Similar attacks have 
occurred in Jelenok, near Bialystock, where one Jew was severely 
injured.

Maccabean House had, as ant:cipated, become a centre of many Jewish 
activities, and briday evenings also were now being utilised for a series 
of lectures by eminent speakers.

Prefessor Brodetsky addressed the Conference on the general Zionist 
position and on the work of the Order.

Jewish. He hoped that the Order would concentrate on youth, The 
optimism of the Grand Council would be found in its hope to make certain 
grants, one of them to Zionist Youth, for the strengthening of. Young 
Zionism throughout the Order. The -Grand Commaniler stressel the 
importance of Hebrew, and he visualised the time when the annual 
proceedings would be carried on in Hebrew. Speaking of the importance 
of the Chalutziut ideology in English Jewry, he deplored the fact that the 
Order was net yet associated officially with the influential committee 
dealing with this subject in England. 

A resolution was carried to provide for the Order's contribution of 
£100 to the Daniel Sieff Research Institute at Rechoboth, and of £50 to 
the Federation of Zionist Youth, with the proviso that this latter donation 
be used in part to propagate the aims of the Order. <A resolution, moved 
from London, that the Order declaré its opposition to the transfer 
Arrangement between the Zionist Executive and Nazi Germany, was 
Withdrawn. 

The Conference unanimously passed a strong resolution against the 
establishment of the proposed Legislative Council in Palestine.

Rumania: The Attempt on Dr. Niemirover 


King Carol's Concern 


Official Indignation at Murderous Attack 


CUZISTS’ NEW ONSLAUGHT 


Following the recent attempt on his life, Dr. Niemirover, Chief 


Rabbi of Bucharest, is now reported to be progressing satisfactorily. 
The extent of public indignation 


at the murderous assault is testi- 
fied to by the flood of messages 
of sympathy he has received, 
while it is stated that special 
enquiries as to his condition have 
been made by King Carol. Among 
those who sent messages were 
M. Titulescu, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs; M. Lapedatu, Minister for 
Religious Affairs; and Patriarch 
Miron Christea. The Under- 
Secretary of the Interior, M. 
Titeanu, paid a visit to the 
Rabbi at his home and conveyed 
expressions of sympathy on behalf 
of the Rumanian Government. 

The Federation of Jewish 
Communities has issued instruc- 
tions that prayers for the recovery Dr. NIEMIROVER 
of the Chief Rabbi should be 
recited in all Synagogues, while many Jewish functions bave been 
cancelled as an expression of sympathy. The Union of Rumanian 
Jews and the Jewish Party have sent a joint demand to the Premier 
calling for the protection of Jews and their property. 

Meanwhile, anti-Jewish excesses have again occurred on a 
large scale throughout the country. In Succava, near Czernowitz, the 
Synagogue and Jewish houses were stoned, following a visit by 
Professor Cuza and his staff on the occasion of a local by-election. 
Several persons were arrested. Asa result of the election, Professor 
Cuza has been returned to the Senate. In Comanesti, an anti-Semitic 
mob carried out.a similar attack against the local synagogue and 
private Jewish houses. In Britcheva, Bessarabia, the peasants 
attempted to plunder Jewish property, but the Jews organised a 
strong defence and dispersed the rioters. The Cuzists retaliated by 
accusing the Jews of being responsibie for the death of a peasant 
who took part in the rioting, and eight Jews, including the local 
Jewish Mayor, M. Shendler, have been arrested. Attacks on Jews 
are also reported from a number of villages in Transylvania. 


The Rumanian Red Cross has agreed to open two Kasher kitchens 
for the Jewish famine sufferers in Bessarabia. 


DENMARK—A protest against the growing anti-Semitic agitation 
conducted by the Nazi press in Denmark, and a demand that the Govern- 
ment should suppress all anti-Semitic literature was made last week by 
the Bishop of Copenhagen, Dr. Fugelsang-Damgaard, and a number of 
eminent professors of Copenhagen University. ‘The protest has been 
reprinted by almost the entire Danish press.

The “University Ghetto” Again 


Endek Violence Spreads 


[From our Correspondent—W ARSAW) 


After a short respite, renewed anti-Jewish disturbances are 
taking place in the Polish Universities. In Warsaw, Lemberg and 
Poznan, the Endeks are again making violent efforts to force the 
Jewish students to occupy separate seats in the lecture rooms, those 
who refuse being be:.ten. 

In Poznan University, three Jews were seriously mishandled 
last week, despite threats by Professor Rozycki, the head of the 
medical department, that he would close down the department 
unless the attacks on Jews ceased. In Warsaw, one of the professors 
is stated to have asked the Jews to conform with the Endek demand 
and to sit on the left side of the lecture room. The Jews refused 
and walked out of the room in protest. One Jewish student was 
seriously wounded during an assault. 

Not much better is the situation in Lemberg. Despite official 
assurances, the “Ghetto” at the Polytechnic still exists, and force 
is used to make Jewish students sit on the left side of the lecture- 
rooms. Deputy Sommerstein has now intervened with the Univer- 
sity authorities against anti-Jewish discrimination, following the 
suspension of eight Jewish students. Attacks on Jews have also 
occurred atGrodno University.

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Protecting Polish Jews in Germany 
— - 


Retaliatory Measures 
[From our Gorrespondent—Warsaw) 

An important decree likely to bring better protection for the 
100,000 odd Polish Jews in Germany has been signed by the Presi- 
dent. By a decision of the Cabinet, a special Ministerial Committee 
has been appointed with the object of obtaining full protection of 
the interests of the Polish State and its citizens and their property 
abroad. Retaiiatory measures against States where Polish citizens 
do not enjoy just treatment have Gee. agreed upon. 

The decree is aimed in the first place against countries with 
exchange restrictions such as Germany, Rumania and Danzig. 
Whereas thousands of Polish Jews cannot remove their money from 
Germany owing to the restrictions, German nationals are allowed 
to export freely from Poland. 

At the same time, Colonel Beck, the Foreign Minister, has made 
several statements in the Sejm, which are taken by Jews to confirm 
the belief that more energetic steps will shortly be taken for the 
protection of Polish Jews in Germany. On one occasion, he declared 
that “he and his subordinates made no distinction between creeds 


and were taking every step to secure proper treatment for Polish 
subjects in other lands.” 


Bomb Outrages

Synagogue and Shops Attacked 


The Synagogue in the Jewish township of Truskolas, near 


' Czenstochow, was destroyed by a bomb last Saturday night. There 


were no casualties. In Praga, a suburb of Warsaw, a bomb was 
thrown into a Jewish chemists shop. The entire stock was 
destroyed. In Otwock, the well-known health resort, a bomb 
demolished the interior of a Jewish shop. In Lodz, a bomb thrown 
into a Jewish food store caused much dimage. Three Jewish 
pedestrians and a Christian youth, aged fifteen, were wounded. 

A group of thirty anti-Semites accused of manufacturing bombs 
to be used against Jews has been arrested in Kielce, where bomb- 
throwing had become almost a daily practice. A large number of 
prepared bombs were found. 

Anti-Semitic hooligans last week attacked Jewish pedestrians in 
the streets of Pultusk, near Warsaw. A number of Jews were 
beaten, but finally the police suppressed the rioting. Anti-Jewish 
excesses have also occurred in Kartchew, several Jews being 
wounded. An issue of the Warsaw Jewish daily, the HAINT, has 
been coufiscated for reporting the excesses. Similar attacks have 
occurred in Jelenok, near Bialystock, where one Jew was severely 
injured.

MR. KARESKI'S STATEMENT 


Mr. Nahum Sokolow, in the course of an article in HAOLAM, on 
the question of political rights for Jews, deals very severely with 
Mr. Kareski, whose identification with the Nazi attitude towards 
Jewish rights has aroused great indignation throughout Jewry, 

This man, Mr. Sokolow writes, wraps himself in the flag of Zion to 
cover up the unspeakable actions of the Nazi Government. After stressing 
the insistence by Jews everywhere on eqnal political rights, the writer 
remarks that the Jews in Germany, being in a helpless state. are com- 
pelled to accept their fate with resigned courace. But, for any Jew to 
endeavour to justify the Nazi attitude is abominable. If the. Jews in 
Germany are unable to protest against their deplorable treatment, the 
least they can do is to observe a dignified silence. Hiow dare any Jew 
yield in the slightest degree on the question of equal rights, and 
what impertinence it is to associate such an attitude with Zionism! 
Hitherto there has been a good deal of controversy about the activities of 
Mr. Kareski, the article continues, but it was not fair to judge him on the 
Various conflicting reports. Even his consenting to act as head of Jewish 
affairs, contrary to the general wish of German Jewry, could not be 
judged, because he might have been forced into that position by the Nazi 
Government. In-any case it was a personal question, Now, however, with 
the statement he made in the ANGRIFF, the matter is no longer a personal 
affair but affects Jews all the world over. His statement affects the 
position of the Jews not only in Germany, but in Poland, Rumania and in 
other countries. ‘lhe man has the audacity to boast of his Zionism with 
out understanding the elements of it. He rejects the principle of equal 
rights for the Jews, and supports the revival of the Ghetto. It is the 
more serious because the man is proclaimed by the Nazi Government as 
**a Zionist leader.”

URGENT NEED FOR WORLD JEWISH CONGRESS 


Dealing with the efforts on behalf of German Jews, a writer in 
the MOMENT says that the question of rescuing a section of German 
Jews through an emigration scheme on a large scale is not likely 
to be solved through the measures contemplated by Sir Herbert 
Samuel and his colleagues. The whole of Jewry must have a hand 
in cousidering the matter, and for this reason it is essential to 
convene a world Jewish Congress without delay. 

The writer thinks it highly desirable that such a congress of world 
Jewry should he convened before Sir Herbert Samuel and his colleagues 
commit Jewry to any schemes. The activities of Sir Herbert and 
his colleagues must be controlled, and that control can be exercised 
only by a congress of all Jewry. The article states that any delay in con- 
vening such an assembly may complicate the situation because some of 
the schemes that Sir Herbert and other Jews may have in mind may begia 
to fructify, in which case it would be very difficult to undo any mistakes 
these notables may have committed. From eyery point of view, there- 
fore, it was essential that that an all-Jewish assembly should take place 
at the earliest possible opportunity. Such an assembly, however, must 
not revolve itself into a contest of demagogy, but must become a potent 
factor in Jewish life, and acquire strength and authority to act as the 
truly representative body of the Jewish people. 

Much of the anxiety about Sir Herbert Samuel and the other 
members of the American Mission is due, no doubt, to the fantastic 
reports circulated as to their objective. But the need of closer 
control of these activities is undeniable. Whether a Jewish 
Congress is the right body for such control is another matter. 


SAUL TCHERNICHOWSKY 


The great Hebrew poet Saul Tchernichowsky, has attained the 
age of 60 years, and the Hebrew and Yiddish press contains special 
articles assessing the quality of his works. 

A writer in Dos Wort, says that Saul Tchernichowsky imbibed the 
beauties of nature in his, early childhood, having been born in the Crimea, 
He is one of the very few Hebrew writers who did not receive the 
traditional Jewish education. ile obtained his view of life, as he has him- 
self noted, from contact with the beauties of nature. He has an eye for 
everything that is strong and beautiful. That explains his admiration 
for Greek mythology. He is inspired by Greek vitality and its lust for 
life. Unlike many other Jewish poets, Tchernichowsky has not been 
attracted by Jewish pathos and sadness. His muse dances in sunshine, 
and is exhilarated by visions of natural colours, rather than by the 
“prophetic inspiration”; he is drawn to might and beauty. He pays 
homage, it is true, to the Jewish martyrs of the ages and bows with picty 
before them; but he scarcely holds them up as examples worthy of 
imitation. He is, asa critic remarked, “the light in darkness.” Unfor- 
tunately, the article points out, the history of Jewish life is in striking 
contrast to the poet’s conception. Pogroms, persecution and humiliation 
are hardly conducive to exalted notions of power and might.

aiscussed which are of general interest to the Jew, e.g., the precise 
extent of the principle that a Minhag can set aside a law (pp. 21f) and 
the law of the country 1s law (pp. 24ff.). 

The main subject treated im this volume its the law of property. 
All matters relating to ownership and transter of movable and 
Lunovable property are cealt with fully. Very complheated questions 
arise m this connection, and the reader is led skilfully through the 
intricacies of the problems us the \ have been handled by Jowish 
jurists. In vrew of the widely held opinion that the Rabbis were mere 


castuusts, Dr. Herzog makes an excellent point when he notes that 
nowhere in Jewish writings is there a legal definition of ownership, for

In other instances he copied from 
the Jewish Encyclopedia without checking the dates with an authority 
like Graetz; e.g, David b. Zimra (p. 4), Gershom b. Judah (p. 17) and 
Samuel b. Meir (p. 25). 

These criticisms are not made in a carping spirit, but in the hope 
that the author will devote more care to such points in the subsequent 
volumes.

A SCHNEUR NOVEL IN ENGLISH

A realist devoid of cheap pathos, vibrating 
with life and colour and brimming with vitality, Schneur opens to the 
reader a striking portrait gallery. Pictures of numerous and diverse 
types are drawn with flowing vocabulary and imagery. In a few 
sentences, he portrays an individual, notes every feature, every sug- 
gestive movement, wink and grunace, and interprets them with a 
humour all his own. He can rummage, too, in conscious and sub- 
conscious chaos. He understands the call of the wild, and, as might 
be expected from a lyric poet, apprehends the most delicate, tenderest 
emotion. While not obsessed by the sex problem, he is impregnated 
by the mystery of love. love in the flesh. He has the daring and inner 
courage to depict primitive vigour with full-blooded frankness, but 
with the restraint of the craftsman. He loves nature and animals, 
particularly horses, and his descriptions of them ‘are as vivid as are 
the lifelike characters drawn with a fine sense of words, which make 
him one of the supreme artists of the day in any language.

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THE JEWISH LEGAL SYSTEM 
The Main Institutions of Jewish Law: Volume 1, The Law of 
Property, by Rabbi Dr. |. Herzog (The Soncino Press, 10s. 6d.).

What the author describes as “the elaborate, massive, towering 
structure of Jewish law” is scarcely ever referred to by writers on 
jurisprudence, and the reason for the neglect is that the sources are 
not available to them. A full exposition of the principles and details 
of the Jewish legal system has long been overdue. Gulak is attempt- 
ing it in Hebrew, but his work will be useless to jurists who do not 
understand that language. 

The deficiency has at last been removed by the gigantic task 
undertaken by Dr. Herzog, and the first of his five volumes on the 
subject has now made its appearance. The plan is vast in extent; and, 
when finished, it will be the greatest achievement in the realm of 
Anglo-Jewish scholarship ever accomplished single-handed. 

Even a cursory glance through the book is sufficicnt to arouse 
admiration for the extraordinary erudition displayed by the author. 
Not only is he master of the entire field of Jewish law, from the Bible 
down to recent responsa, but he is also equipped with a knowledge of 
Roman law and English jurisprudence. The combination makes his 
work useful to the pte who will find in it material for a comparison 
between the Jowish antLother systems, and it will prove equally help- 
ful to the student of Rabbinics, who will discover in it the inchoate 
mass of Talmudic legal dicta reduced to order. The chapter on 
“Fundamental Concepts” will be particularly acceptable to the latter 
elass of scholar, because Dr. Herzog discusses there the technical terms 
employed in the Talmud relating to property in the light of Roman 
and English legal terminology. 

The ultamate purpose of the author is explained by him in these 
words: “My aim is to give a systematic presentation of Jewish law 
under general jurisprudential concepts in a form readily intelligible 


and easily acceptable to the average reader, nurtured upon modern - 


Western ideas and accustomed to Western standards.” . The average 
reader, I am afraid, will find the book stiff reading, and it is the 
student who will benefit most by it. But here and there matters are 
discussed which are of general interest to the Jew, e.g., the precise 
extent of the principle that a Minhag can set aside a law (pp. 21f) and 
the law of the country is law (pp. 24ff.). 

The main subject treated in this volume is the law of property. 
All matters relating to ownership and transfer of movable and 
unmovable property are dealt with fully. Very complicated questions 
arise in this connection, and the reader is led skilfully through the 
intricacies of the problems as they have been handled by Jewish 
jurists. In view of the widely held opinion that the Rabbis were mere 
casuists, Dr. Herzog makes an excellent point when he: notes that 
nowhere in Jewish writings 1s there a legal definition of ownership, for 


the reason that “Jcwish jurisprudence was too pragmatic and concrete | 


in tendency to occupy itself with the definition of legal terms without 
unmediate reference to a practical point” (p.71). 

There are a few defects to which the author's attention may be 
drawn. His system of transliteration will, in some instances, be 
unhelpful to those who are not students of the original sources. How, 
for example, will the reader who is ignorant of the Aramaic word 
pronounce orajtha? How can Dr. Herzog philologically defend 
mammonoth instead of mamonoth and -mamash (p. 136) for 
mammash? On p. 7, hilkhatha should be hilkhetha, and the form 
hilakha is not recognised. There is also carelessness in Biblical 
refcrences. On pp. 142 and 150, Jeremiah xxxiv should be xxxii. On 
p. 348, Exodus ii, 24 should read xxii, 4. Why, on p. 297, does he 
several times give the name of the author of “Ancient Law” as “Main” 
instead of “Maine”?

The Dreyfus Case, by Armand Charpentier (Geoffrey Bles, 10s. 6d.’

The news of the death of Alfred Dreyfus not many months ago was a 


tdramatic reminder of the nearness to us in time of the famous Affair which, 


forty years ago, was the cynosure of all the world, but which had already 
passed into history. One of the leaders of the little group of Dreyfusard 
writers and intellectuals who took up the cause of the unhappy Jewish 
captain was Armand Charpentier, who signed the famous Manifesto of 1897, 
requesting revision of the case. The lapse of a lengthy interval of time enabled’ 
him to see the whole episode in its true perspective, and the book which 
he has written is adjudged by experts to be perhaps the best on the 
subject.

clearly. It would be a mistake to regard the original proceedings again t 
Dreyfus as having been motivated by. nothing other than anti-Semitic 
prejudi e. The military authorities seem to have acted in complete good 
faith: and Dreyfus, like many another person, was simply the victim of 
a miscarriage of justice, heightened, perhaps, but not actuated by anti- 
Jewish feelings. The scandalous part of the Affaire began afterwards, 
when the miscarriage of justice became apparent, but the whole authority 
of the military machine was exerted to prevent authority and co:n- 
placency from being jeopardised: when forgery was deliberately 
committed to belster up injustice: and when the worst human passions 
were aroused to secure the support of the country. At the outset, 
Drevfus could have secured a remittance of sentence so considerable 
as to have been almost equivalent to a reprieve, had he consented to 
make a formal admission of the offences with which he was charged. Had 
he done so (the inducement was very great), the world would have heard 
little of the Affaire, but he would have gone down to posternty as a Jewish 
traitor. Fortunately, he had the hardihood to withstand the temptatton.

A SCHNEUR NOVEL IN ENGLISH 


Noah Pandre (Lovat Dickson and Thompson, 7s. 6d.).

It must be nearly three decades since the first volume of evllected 
poems by Salman Schneur appeared. He was still a youth, and Bialik 
hailed him as a “young Samson” in Hebrew poetry. The poetic power 
manifested in his early youth was developed and sustained, and for 
some years now Schneur has been one of the most outstanding figures 
in modern Hebrew letters. His creative genius in Hebrew is evidenced 
in the collected edition of nine 
volumes, chiefly poetry. About 
ten years ago, he took to wnting 
novels in Yiddish and, as soon 
as his first work appeared, his 
reputation was established as one 
of the foremost Jewish novelists 
of to-day. He is as prolific as he 
is powerful, and collected . 
Yiddish works already number 
eighteen volumes, some of which 
have been rendered into different 
languages. 

The appearence in English of 
Panpre, translated by 
Joseph Leftwich, will make the 
poet and novelist accessible to the 
English public. It is a remarkable 
novel, remarkable for its power and 
originality. The hero is a village 
Samson, unique in his physical 
strength as in character. He belongs to those “Jews like oaks,” 
as the author calls the type, in a short preface, those “coachmen, 
butchers, water-carriers, plasterers, hewers of wood,” whose “voices

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Centenary of “Mendele Mocher Sephorim ” 


By JACOB HODESS 


Shalom Jacob Abramowitch was born a hundred years ago in a 
Lithuanian townlet in the province of Minsk. His father was a fine 
type of middle-class Jew, noted for his Jewish learning, some secular 
knowledge, kindliness, 
and for his activity in 
the smal, but well- 
organised local Com- 
munity. The boy had 
the advantage enjoyed 
by few Jewish cluldren 
in those days, of having 
been taught the Bible 


thoroughly and 
systematically. His 
teacher, who seems 


to have had consider- 
able influence on his 
development, taught hin: 
twelve hours every day, 
and at the age of nine, 
he knew all the twenty- 
four books of the Bible 
by heart. 

With his inimitable 
humour he records how, 
at that age, exalted by 
the visions of the 
Prophets, he was intro- 
duced to the territory of

of world literature.” It 

was like one entering a 

MenpeLe Mocuer Sernorim mg bazaar, baffled by 

the vanety of articles 

and overwhelmed by the noise and confusion of buyers, sellers, 

auctioneers, etc. The picaresque manner in which he describes his 

first impressions of Talmudic studies can be appreciated only by those 
familiar with the associations to which he alludes. 

When he was thirteen years old, his father died at the age of forty- 
one and the home was broken up. ‘The family was left without means, 
and to make it easier for his mother he went to different neighbouring 
towns, where he studied in Yeshivot. Three years later he returned 
to his mother, who had meanwhile married a miller of a neighbouring 
village. In a poignant passage he refers to his misery before joining 
his mother. “I was sick of life as a result of agomsing depression 
and sadness; for though still a boy, I had already suffered so much.” 
Of an independent nature, he taught the cluidren of his stepfather so 
as to earn his food while he stayed there. : 

It was at the village of Melmiki that his interest in nature 
deepened. The great forests, where the howling of wild beasts could 
sometimes he heard, the sight of nvers, brooks, the sounds of 
the waterfall and the singing of the birds greatly affected him. 
It was there, as he says, that the muse, an early love of his 
youth, revealed herself to hun, lured him to the fields, to the woods 
and under the peaceful trees he made a covenant with the hilltops, the 
birds and everything produced by mother earth; he learnt to under- 
stand their language, to observe their ways. His heart went out to 
these “ colleagues ” who solved for hum many mysteries and told him 
of the greatness of God. He, in return, poured out his own feelings, 
and for the first time he put on paper a new Hallelujah in Hebrew, 
@ poem applauded only by the river and hills for no one else saw it. 

But he could rest no more. “Satan took possession of hini, 
enticed him to mock at people and unmask them.” He wrote a 
“drama,” though he had no notion of drama; it was just an imita- 
tion of Luzzati’s “* Layeshorim Tehilah,” an ethico-religious work in 
rhyme which he had read. <A year later he returned to his native 
townlet, where he continued to study. It was here that he had the 
misfortune of meeting a vagabond, by the name of “ Abramel the 
lame,” who saw in the imaginative and clever youth a means for his 
rascality. He lured him away, together with a woman, -who 
had been deserted by her husband, and exploited them both for his 
begging purposes. He made all sorts of promises to the boy, and 
assured the woman that he knew the whereabouts of her husband. 
The sensitive boy could not get away from the clutches of the rogue, 
who very nearly married him off so as to obtain the dowry. He was 
forced to tramp from town to town, from district to district. In his 
biographical notes, Mendele says very little about this incident. But 
he immortalised it in “ Fishke the Lame” (one of the few of Mendele’s 
works rendered into English), It was destiny, it was his fate, as he 
wrote, to acquaint himself with the manners, morals and habits of his 
poor people. He had to descend to the lowest depths of his suffering 
brothers, to live their lives and feel their sorrows. He was able to 
observe, too, the wealthy Jews, the ever complacent, indifferent Jews 
engrossed in their own selfish interests, caring naught for the masses: 
and so he was doubly pained, as he puts it, by the misery of the 
masses and the callousness of the others. Having tramped through 
Lithuania, Volhynia, the Ukraine and Podolia, he had the good luck 
to meet an old friend at Kamenetz, who helped him in shaking off 
the roguish schnorrer, and introduced him to the Hebrew poet, 
Gotlober, whose daughters taught him Russian and German, and in 
1856, at the age of twenty, he passed an examination at the 
local Jewish Crown Schdol, where soon after he obtained a position 
| 


Later, he began his literary activities with Hebrew articles 
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on educational problems. He had put down his VIEWS im a letter to 
an acquaintance, and was amazed to find them printed in HAMAGI». 
with editorial comment in praise of the article. When invited late: 
to make further contributions to the journal, he gave much thought a< 
to how he could best serve the interests of Hebrew literature, which, 
at the time. was not on a very high level. The result of his cogitation 
was a volume of eritical essays under the name of “ Mishpat Shalom.” 
The lively and critical spint revealed by the writer, gamed hums a 
reputation. His criticism was directed against writers of the day fon 
employing their pens on matters of no consequence; he pleaded for a 
more realistic attitude towards life and for the dissemination of useful 
knowledge to the people. He set an example by adapting into Hebrew 
a German standard work on natural history and zoology (published 
in 1862). and wrote a novel in the same year in which he dealt wit!) 
the conflict between parents and children. 

Actuated by the desire to be useful to the mass of Jewry, lv 
eame to the conclusion that he ought to write in Yiddish. He did nut 
hreak with Hebrew. which he wrote to the end of his life, and in whos 
literature he was one of the most powerful influences, but he wante:! 
to reach the multitude of Jewry. In those days of the Haskala/,, 
writing in Yiddish was regarded by the supercilious intelligentsia with) 


‘a measure of contempt. . Yiddish was the language of the people in 


speech, good enough also for cheap, rubbishy stores, but as a medium 
of literature it was thought unworthy and totally ignored, Abramo 
witeh did not share this view; and lus utulitanan principle conquered 
this false pride. He has put on record—in Hebrew—lus feelings on the 
subject. It was Ins intention to write stories fol the people based on 
Jewish sources in Hebrew. The majority, however, did not under. 
stand the language. Of what use then was all the writer's work 
This question gave hun no peace, and he decided to ~ take pity on 
Yiddish, the rejected daughter.” The result of his decision was “ The 
Little Man, ‘the hfe story of Abraham Isaac Takif, in Yiddish. Thu 
satirical novel, which created a tremendous impression by its sub- 
stance and form, saw several editions in rapid succession, Its autho: 
was no more Abramowitch, but. Mendele Mocher Sephorun. The pen- 
name is significant. The Jewish bookseller wandering with his hol, 
wares from town to town, was a homely figure; his spiritual stock 
used to be displayed on a table at the door of the Synagogues, the 
stock consisting of the Bible, the Talmud, the Mishnah, Tallitun. 
Tefilin, Mezuzot, Jewish calendars, prayer books in all sizes, amulets. 
etc. There were also books in Ivri-Teitch, mainly of a religious 
character for women and the unlearned, some Yiddish booklets, stones 
with morals, miracles of great men, collections of jokes and cheap 
novelettes. The Mocher Sephorim was a popular figure and was 
chosen with unerring instinct. 

His first Yiddish novel was a turning point in Jewish literature. 
It laid the foundation of language and form. Its substance was real, 
the approach was unique, the satire was telling, and the language, 
handled with care and method, revealed a remarkable elasticity. 
Inspired by the possibilities of Yiddish, he now became attached to it. 
The utilitarian aspect, though ever present, became obscured, however, 
by the artistic urge. Within a year or so, another novel, “ Das 
Winsch Fingerel,” appeared, which met with even greater success than 
the first one, and was followed later by “ Fishke the Lame,” by several 
dramas, by that famous classical allegory, “The Mare,” in which the 
Jewish position in the universe is depicted with tearful humour and 
mocking pathos, “ Yudel,” a poetic story, ete. His attachment to 
Yiddish became so strong that he translated Zmirot (sung on. the 
Sabbath) into Yiddish, so that every Jew and Jewess might appreci- 
ate “their value and beauty,” also Perek Shirah in rhyme with notes 
and explanations. Not many of his generation showed such interest 
in making the beauties of the prayer book accessible to the masses 
using it. He also translated into Yiddish Pinsker’s “ Auto-emancipa- 
tion.’ Nor did he desert Hebrew. He -wrote another volume o! 
critical essays, a history of Russia, further works on natural history 
and zoology, accompanied by notes of reference ‘to animals 
mentioned im the Bible, Targum and. Midrashim; essays on 
diverse subjects in different Hebrew periodicals, and, at a later 
stage, a rendering of his Yiddish novels with notable changes 
and improvements in a Hebrew unequalled in style and colour 
for prose purposes. For over fifty years, the literary “grandfather,” 
as Shalom Aleichem, the first great writer to fall under his 
influence, called him, was. the most dominating, creative figure jn 
both Hebrew and Yiddish, the most potent and fruitful influence in 
Jewish fiction and style. His creative powers increased with age, 
and he was at his zenith till a year or so before his death at Odessa, 
where for many years he held the position of head of the local Talmud 
Torah. 

The life and people Mendele depicted have almost gone from the 
world, gone “ like a tale that is told.” Jewish life has become uprooted. 
It moved with kaleidoscopic rapidity; Kabzansk and Glupsk seem 
remote echoes. Some of his writings have dated, many of the forms 
he employed are outworn. But his works in Yiddish, and more so in 
Hebrew, will endure. They symbolise a period, they are monuments 
of an epoch. His writings will endure because they have the impress 
of a great personality and an artistic soul; every page of his creative 
work reveals an original and essentially Jewish mind and imagination. 
A mind so alert as Mendele’s and an imagination so fanciful could not 
have escaped certain outside literary influences. There are signs that 


he was affected by some of his Russian Contemporaries, notably 


Turgeniev, but such influences as he absorbed were distilled and 
purified. Cervante’s “Don Quixote,” Defoe’s “Short Way with 
Dissenters,” “ Gulliver's Travels” come to mind as one reads Mendele’s 
different works. But banish the thought; they are all his own, all 
entirely Jewish. The mocking spirit, the witticisms, aphorisms and 
similes, the lyrical undercurrent and illimitable sympathy. (“the 
irresistible Satanic desire for Rachmonus”), as he puts it—all these

No. 846—Luther and the Jews 


My Dear Cousin, 


The other day I turned to Carlyle’s “ Heroes and Hero Worship,” 
and reading the fourth lecture, I was carried slong to follow the 
career of Luther, as Carlyle saw it. 
the ~ Pope of Protestantism!’ Luther has Carlyle’s blessing for 
revolting against the Pope. Indeed, the circumstances of the case 
present a sorry picture. High dignitaries of the Church were made 
to pay heavy dues in return for their offices. Some were too poor 
to find the money. They accordingly had recourse to bankers for 
advances, promising to raise the money from the faithful. Simple 
folk were to be offered Papal Indulgencies, and unscrupulous, lewd, 
unprincipled Dominicans undertook the sales. 

What did an Indulgence offer ? 
and to be committed; forgiveness for the purchaser and for his 
near and dear ones; forgiveness for the living and forgiveness for 
the dead. The Indulgences placed a premium on vice. The sales 
campaign was carried out with all the pomp of modern advertising 
methods. When the salesmen arrived at any town the Papal Bull 
commending the Indulgences was carried on a pillow of gold 
brocade, accompanied by a jubilant crowd of priests, monks, city 
fathers, and schoolchildren, what time the church bells rang and 
gaily coloured flags preceded the procession. 

Luther was a pious, religious, God-fearing man, albeit stubborn 
and coarse. His loathing of the religious deception of the populace 
and of the incredible immorality rampant in the Church stirred him 
to express his abhorrence of all the wickedness his eyes could see. 
A combination of circumstances brought Luther to the fore as the 
Leader of a great religious movement which ‘had far-reaching 
consequences, both religious and political, for the history of Europe. 
There is no denying that the great Reformer was a man of out- 
standing character, though, of course, it must be remembered that 
Catholic judgments of him will sound very different from that of 
Carlyle. 

It needs no excuse for Jews to enquire, what was Luther's 
attitude to the Jews? One sometimes cannot help feeling that this 
is a meteyard in history which enables the student of affairs truly 
to evaluate the character of men and of nations. Is it too much to 
assert that those who have treated the Jews as human beings have 
been and are actuated by the higher virtues of humanity, of justice, 
of fairness, while those who have been hostile to them have been 
and are inherently vulgar and common, not to say evil? Ruskin 
somewhere declares: “in true inbred vulgarity, there is a dreadful 
callousness, which, in extremity, becomes capable of every sort of 
bestial habit and crime, without fear, without pleasure, without 
horror, and without pity.’ Does not the characterisation fit all Jew 
haters, whatever their motive, be it religion or race ? 

Think of Luther as Carlyle did, or look upon him as does the 
Catholic Church, one thing must be admitted—he was an anti- 
Semite. In his youth, and seeing how the teachers of religion 
treated the Jews, he was most friendly disposed to them. In his 
pamphlet, published in 1528 and entitled “That Jesus Christ was 
born a Jew,’ he uttered human words about the Jews the like of 
which had not been heard in Europe for a thousand years. He 
pleaded that Christian love should be showered upon the Jews, and 
that they should be treated like human beings. 

The Jews could searcely believe their ears. They thought the 
Messiah would soon appear. Some of them approached Luther with 
the intention of suggesting that he should adopt Judaism! But it 
was soon plain that Luther's interest in the Jews was that of the 
missionary, not of the humanitarian, and when the Jews did not 
respond to his kindly words by becoming Christians, Luther was 
filled with an almost satanic hatred of Jews, which can only be 
compared with Hitler's. 

In his later years Luther published pamphlets in which he 
advocated the complete destruction of the Jews. How could 
Christians even tolerate a people damned by the God of the 
Christians? In his Sermons, in his Table Talk, Luther lends his 
authority to the shameful medieval accusations levelled against 
the Jews—that they poisoned wells, that they practised black magic, 
that they killed Christian children in order to use their blood for 
ritual purposes. Not content with all this he also accused the Jews 
of being in league with the Turks, who about the middle of the 
sixteenth century were regarded as the arch-enemies of Europe. 
This accusation may be compared to that made, say, ten years ago, 
that the Jews were Bolsheviks. The effect can be easily imagined. 

What did Luther advise? Synagogues should be rased to the 
ground. Jewish houses should be demolished, and Jews like 
gypsies should be forced to live in tents; the Talmud and the 
Jewish Prayer Books should be taken away; Rabbis should be 
prevented from expounding Jewish law ; and Jews should be put to 
the heaviest and most disagreeable labours in the community. If 
all this failed to lead them to the baptismal font, then they shouid 
be driven out of every country of their habitation like dogs. 

To the credit of other religious reformers of the day be it 
recorded that many of them blamed Luther for his anti-Jewish 
tirades as being contrary to Christian teaching. But the damage 
was done. Luther was more intolerant of the Jews than the 


llow he glows in admiration of 


Forgiveness of sins committed 
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Catholics, and the German Protestant princes and rulers of his age 
were influenced by the great Reformer in the same direction. 

One sometimes wonders whether German anti-Semitism of to-day 
and of a quarter-of-a-centuary ago is not the harvest of the seeds 
which Luther scattered. Does it not seem strange that the German 
people should have been poisoned by the anti-Semitic virus more 
than other people? If in Catholic countries there is hatred 
of the Jew, it may safely be put down to the discredit of 
the. local clergy. No one, not even Catholics, can deny 
that in certain Catholic countries, the ignorance and superstition 
of the peasantry is almost incredibly vast. They will not deny 
that where in such districts anti-Jewish feelings prevail, 
it is due to the teaching and preaching of the local Catholic clergy. 
suf in Protestant Germany? At Protestant Universities, which 
pride themselves as being greatly superior to the Catholics in their 
devotion to learning and in their freedom of thought? Why should 
anti-Semitism prevail there? Why should anti-Semitic sentiments 
darken many a scholarly commentary on a Book of the Old 
Testament, written by a distinguished member of a Protestant 
Faculty? Perhaps the answer is that it is gall due -to the 
influence of Luther, who was a typical German—pious, religious, 
Giod-fearing, vet withal shallow, coarse, and may one also 
add, stupid? Luther poisoned the soul of Germany with his 
anti-Jewish virus; it is still there, as witness the support of 
Hitler and his gangsters by millions of Germans. Not only where 
Jews are concerned do the Nazis show, to use Ruskin’s words, 
~ @ dreadful callousness which, in extremity, becomes capable of 
every sort of bestial habit and crime, without fear, without 
pleasure, without horror, and without pity.”. According to Ruskin 
all this is evidence of “true inbred vulgarity.’ May there not be 
something: in it? There are in Germany to-day millions of people 
who are naturally vulgar and therefore ‘barbaric. Vulgar and 
barbaric isthe whole code of Hitler's anti-Jewish laws and practices. 
May it not be urged that much of this particular vulgarity derives 
from Luther ?

and many other qualities are Jewish to the marrow. The collective 
misery of the Jewish masses in the Pale of Settlement and the remark- 
able portrait gallery of individual Jews have never before been drawn 
to such perfection—a lifehke picture of Russian Jewry during the 
past half century. .The late David Frschman, a very caustic eritic, 
related that while travelling im a tram one day he read one of Mendecle’s 
books. On interrupting his reading and looking at his Jewish fellow- 
passengers, it seemed to hun that he was still reading Mendele, all 
the figures were there. 

Mendele was permeated by what is called in these da s “at social 
conscience.” The mdividuals he presents are delineated with nuero- 
SCOPUC nunuteness, looks. vestures,. LTUMACES, VOICeSs and talk, 
but they are only episodes, His main objective is the presentation 
of the larger background. The psychological state of mind of his 
heroes and heroines are episodical and ot secondary Hnportance 
the people peter out, but the whole picture remains, is complete, 
vividly real, terribly real; the grim reality is veiled. He is too great 
an artist to be depressing; he is restrained in pathos; his sardonic 
smile and ripe wisdom hide the ruthless: realism. But his substance 
is very prave, only his form ts pa. And when Kabzansk the Pale 
of Settlement—becomes oppressive, Mendele, travelling with his books, 
takes refuge in the country. The poor, uncderted horse cannot hurry, 
and so Mendele can linger and look at the landscape, gaze at 
sunrise and sunset reflect on the sky, admire mountains, listen to 
the rippling, running brooklet and the rustling reeds. Away from 
Glupsk and Kabzansk you get a breeze of fresh air; nature's voice ts 
made audible. Under the gleam of blue sky or sparkling stars you 
can forget all the misery; but just as you are beginning to exhale the 
scent of the fields, Mendele remembers that it is not for the Jew to 
indulge in such follies. He puts his cap in order, as behoves a good 
Jew, and raises the whip to lash—not the poor horse, but the benevo- 
lent Jewish leaders, the great “ benefactors,’ the callous and 
indifferent. He broods over the misery of Israel, the poor Mare (based 
on the verse in the Song of Songs, “I have compared thee, O my love, 
to a steed in Pharaoh's chariot,” and its Midrashic interpretation). He 
cannot forget the poverty of his people, their helpless misery, their 
unspeakable pauperism. The “ beggar’s pack” 1s constantly betore 
his eves. Now and then he takes comfort in the mward beauty ol 
Jewishness. “The life of Kneseth Israel, though externally ugly, is, 
however, beautiful internally.” But only occasionally so. In_ his 
discursive, quiet manner, clear-headed, without muddled unpulses, 
with a penetrating sagacity remimscent of Anatole France, but with 
much deeper emotions and with language surcharged with poetry, 
Mendele has epitomised an epoch in Jewish history. And not only the 
age in which he lived. The world he depicted has passed away, but 
the echoes of that world remain. But perhaps only the scene has 
changed, and some of Mendele’s refleetions are as applicable to-day 
in other places as they were in the Pale of Settlement. The beggar’s 
pack, and some of the benefactors, were here, there and everywhere 
using certain characteristics of the Jew, who is “a living contradic- 
tion.” Verily, “ campaigns come and go, and Kabzansk and Glupsk 
remain for ever,” as he says in one of his novéls. 

Space forbids to dwell on the unique style of Mendele, particu- 
larly in Hebrew, which plays so ‘conspicuous a part in his 
craftsmanship. Only a poet and scholar could have achieved it, 
And only a great lover of his people could have worked so laboriously 
for its cultural and creative development. The bright iight of Mendele, 
which has kindled so many talents, will shine permanently.

AN EPOCH IN THE 


The long reign of the late King George was marked by 

many important incidents in the life of Anglo-Jewry, with which 
His Majesty showed particular interest. 

On June 22nd, 1910, a joint deputation of the Board of Deputies 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association attended at St. James's Palace to 
present an address of condolence on the death of King Kadward. anc 
congratulation on King George's suceession. The King’s reply was 
couched in most cordial terms: “It gives me sincere satisfaction to 
receive the dutiful address of two such important and _ beneficent 
bodies, and to know, that these loyal sentiments are expressed, on 

behalf of my Jewish subjects throughout the Empure.”

In the same year, fifteen Jews were returned to Parliament, and 
three were members of the Government: Sir Herbert Samuel was 
Postmaster-General; the late Lord Reading (then Sir Rufus Isaacs) 
was Attorney-General; and the late Hon. E. 8. Montagu was Under- 
Secretary of State for India. 

Early in the King’s reign, Chief Rabbi Dr. Hermann Adler died, 
and, although a minority pressed for the appointment of an English 
Chief Rabbi, no native-born Minister could be found who possessed 
all the requisite qualifications. After many discussions, the choice 
fell on Rabbi Dr. Joseph H. Hertz, of New York. 

It was in 1913 that Sir Rufus Isaacs was created Lord Chief 
Justice of England, and in the following year, the Great War showed 
evidence of the loyalty of the Jews to the Crown. Over 50,000 Jews 


7. of the Empire enrolled in all branches of the fighting forces, and the 
. many distinctions gained, including five Victoria Crosses, showed how 
t Jews were prepared to do all for the country which had done all for 


them. The late Sir John Monash rose by great ability to the rank 
of Lieut.-General, and later was in supreme command of the Australian 
Forces in France. Other Jews who rendered distinguished service to 
‘ the country during the War period were the late Mr. Solomon J. 
Solomon, R.A., who first had the idea of introducing systematic 
camouflage for the protection of the troops in the field; Dr. Chaim 
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ain Palestine.

1922, which had been sent to him, His Majesty expressed his grateful 
thanks. The splendid record of the services rendered by the Jews 
of the Empire, he said, would be a welcome addition to his hbrary 
of books in connection with the Great War. He did not fail to notice 
the many names on the Roll of Honour and was much impressed with 
the long list of those who won decorations. 

In the first Coalition Government in this country, Sir Herbert 
Samuel, Mr. Edwin Montagu, Sir Alfred Mond (afterwards Lord 
Melchett) and Sir Rufus Isaacs held high office. The latter, from 
1921 to 1926, was Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

One of the most momentous developments which will render 
the reign of King George memorable for the Jewish people was the 
issue of the Balfour Declaration in November, 1917, on behalf of 
the Government, by Mr. Balfour (then Foreign Secretary). It 
intimated that His Majesty’s Government viewed with favour the 
establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish people. 
The principle of the Declaration was endorsed at the Peace Con- 
ference in Paris, and the Mandate over Palestine, under the League of 
Nations, was assigned to Great Britain by the San Remo Conference 
in April, 1920. Sir Herbert Samuel was appointed its first High 
Commissioner. The year of the Royal Jubilee saw His Majesty's 
Government exercising control over 300,000 Jews in their National 
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Home, whose efforts to rebuild the land of their fathers had proved to 
be an outstanding achievement of the post-War world. 

Sir Alfred Mond, who was raised to the peerage as Lord Melchett, 
became a devoted Zionist worker, and was one of the first Chairmen of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 

In memory of the Jews who fell in the War, a scheme. undet 
the leadership of Su Robert Wales (‘ohen, was prepared for 
re-modelling Jewish education throughout the country, and for 
unproving the status of the Ministry. It was hoped to raise a nullion 
pounds for the fund, and in 1920-21, the Chief Rabbi undertook a 
world tour, accompanied by the late Mr. Albert M. Woolf, for the 
purpose of interesting the far-flung Congregations of the British 
Empire. The undertaking is now called the Jewish Memorial Council. 
On their return from thew world tour, the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Woolt 
were received by King George at Buckingham Palace. His Mayesty 
spoke to the Cluef Rabbi for some tune m regard to lis expenences 
during his pastoral tour. Reference to this interview is made by the 
Chief Rabbi among lis personal reeollections published in this issue. 

With the co-operation organisations, there was 
erected, 1h} 1932. ii Conumnunal Centre to house the Jews College and the 
offices of vanous communal institutions. This building 
has proved of unmense utility for the co-ordination of communal 
netivities. Simultaneously a Jewish Museum was assembled there. 
About the same time, a magnificent lecture hall was built at Universit, 
College, through the generosity of Mr. Gustave Tuck, as a permanent 
home tor the Jewish Histoneal So ety and its collections, 

Among the King’s fnends who passed away during the War period 
nucht be mentioned Lord Rothseluld and his two brothers, Mr. 
Leopold and Mr. Alfred. They were remarkable men in their various 
spheres of activity and were universally beloved. The present Lord 
Rothschild (te whom the Balfour Declaration was addressed) took 
an interest in the work of the Board of Deputies and 1s now interested 
in the activities of other Jewish mstitutions. 

With the dnit of the Jewish people from the Last kind to the 
outiving districts, many new congregations were established, and the 
Jubilee vear found the basis of Anglo-Jewry much wider, both 
economically and geographically, than it had been at the beginning of 
the King s reir. A miagiticent place at worship was erected in 
St. John's Wood Road by the Liberal Jewish Congregation, which 
owed much to the generosity ol Bernhard Baron, one of the most 
extraordinary figures in contemporary Jewish hfe. His total bene- 
factions to all manner of beneficent objects, without distinction of 
rehbgious creed, reached, it ts estimated, the colossal figure of

Defence and Railways, and in 1931, the Commonwealth of Australi 
nominated its Governor-General for the first tune, the choice fallin 
upon Sir Isaac Isaacs, formerly Chief Justice.

Louis Gradner was twice elected Mavor.

Some Personal Reminiscences of King George 


Profound Interest in Zionism and Palestine 
BY THE CHIEF RABBI 


You are quite right in your assumption that your readers would 
welcome a few reminiscences of our late well-beloved Sovereign, King 
George. And as you publighed a similar note from the pen of my 
predecessor on the death of King Edward VII, I have no hesitation in 
complying with your request. 

A little over a vear after ny election to my office, the World Wa: 
convulsed mankind to its foundations, and many were tHe solemn 
and soul-stirring occasions when it was my duty to send _ official! 
messages and greetings to His Majesty. The replies were often fa 
more than the usual formal acknowledgment. I have especially in 
mind His Majesty's response to my congratulations on the Taking 
of Jerusalem by Viscount Allenby in 1917. In November, 1921, the 
late A. M. Woolf and myself were received in special audience of nearls 
an hour's duration at Buckingham Palace, on my return from the first 
Pastoral Tour’to the British Overseas Communities. The King dis- 
played the keenest interest in the Jewish populations of the Empure ; 
and as he was the world’s most travelled monarch, and was endowed 
with a quite exceptional memory, his acquaintance with the leading 
Jewish personalities in the more uuportant Jewish centres was indeed 
striking. Among other things, he was much amused that, because ol 
lus birth in Czechoslovakia, technically “the Chief Rabbi is a 
Bohemian 

[ had in my official capacity the distinetion of meeting him a 
score of times since that date, and on each occasion he would refer 
by a phrase or pleasantry to some theme—Imperial or Jewish—we 
then touched upon. Needless to state, his interest in Palestine—both 
in its British and Zionist aspect—was profound; and few things can 
have given him more genuine satisfaction than the decision to honour 
lus jubilee by the creation of the King George Y Jubilee Forest on the 
hills of Galilee. 

_ My own memory of the Jubilee is of the pleasantest. I was a 
recypient of the Jubilee Medal, and nothing could have been more 
gracious than the courtesies the King extended to me at the various 
functions I attended in connection with that ever-memorable celebra- 
tion. These personal details are mentioned here because, in being 
shown to the Ecclesiastical Head, they were intended as marks of 
honour and respect to the Jewish Conuwnunities nted by hun; 
the Communities who mourn the passing of this faithful servant of 
God and righteous ruler of his peoples, with a depth’ of sincerity and 
Joyalty that is surpassed by no other group in the King’s world-

ENCOURAGEMENT FOR YOUTH MOVEMENT 


A Consideration That Wins All Hearts 


The new King has on many occasions shown his interest 
in the affairs of the Jewish Community. 

In 1919, during a tour of Canada, the Jewish Community of 
Winnipeg presented him with addresses of welcome, which, he said. 
he was particularly pleased to receive, as testifving to the levalty and 
devotion to the Throne of the Empire's Jewry. raion 

Six members of the boxing team of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 
accompanied by their officers, attended at St. James's Palace in 
February, 1921, to recetve at the hands of the Prince of Wales the 
trophy presented by him to the winning boxing team among cadet 
units in Great Britain. Each individual winner and runner-up were 
presented to the Prince, who shook hands with each. and who asked 
about their fights in the competition, ' After the distmbution of awards. 
the officers of the Brigade were presented to His Roval Highness, who 
congratulated them on the result and chatted with each officer on 
his War service. A channing ineident oecurred at the close of the 
proceedings, which was tyvpreal of the Prince’s thoughtfulness and 
consideration. After the paracle had been dismissed, he recollected 
that he had not shaken hands with two lads who were not recipients 
of individual awards. He instantly had these lads recalled and, to 
their delight, shook hands with them and addressed to them a few 
cheering words. <A few weeks later, the Prince honoured the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade by paying a visit of inspection to Camperdown House. 
After the inspection of over 500 on parade, the Prince ascended. the 
platform and spoke as follows: 

“Sir Frederic Nathan, officers and bovs of the Jewish Lads’ Brivade: 
It is a very uwreat pleasure to me to have ‘this opportunity of mspecting you 
this evening. I know the splendid record of your Brigade in the past, and 
the tremendous value that the training received in the Brivade had in the 
Great War. You know what a splendid example those old boys of the 
Brigade have set you. Judged by what I have seen of you and of the 
trophies here displayed, I see that you are upholding the old traditions and 
following the fine example set you in the past. I congratulate you on your 
smart appearance, and particularly on the winning of that splendid boxing 
shield which I had the honour to present to you some weeks ago. Thank 
you very much for turning up so strongly on parade.” 

The Prince inspected the Brigade veterans, with each of whom 
he shook hands. Later, he witnessed a display by the Bngade at the 
People’s Palace, Mile End. 

On the occasion of the Lifeboat Flag Day, in May, 1923, the 
Prince visited the Borough of Stepney and chatted with the Jewish 
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Mayor and Mayoress (Councillor Harry and Mrs. Kosky), who 
received him. 

During a visit, in October, 1927, to the new City of London 
Corporation Dwellings, City Road, the Prince talked with old friends 
who he had met in France. Meeting Mr. 8S. Lewis in his flat, the 
Prince said he remembered that he had spoken to hum at a clearing 
hospital in France. “I am very glad to find you living in such a 
mee. building. What bonny, healthy-looking children, too,” he 
exclaimed, noticing Mr. Lewis's family of four. The Prince also 
chatted with Mr. Levinson and Mr. Lazarus, who said to him: “I 
pay {1 Os. 6d. for four rooms '” “Do you think the rent ts too much?” 
asked the Prince. “No,” said Mr. Lazarus, “not when you live in 
comfort.” The Prince also asked Mrs. Lazarus to show him her 


-five children. 


An enthusiastic reception was accorded the Prince at the People’s 
Palace, Mile End, in April, 1928, when he attended a variety concert 
organised on behalf of the London hospitals by the Excelsior Philan- 
thropic Society. The Prince spoke to on the Society's 
Jewish supporters, and with Mr. Eric Barnett, who, three years 
previously had been struck blind at a dance, and whose sight was 
subsequently restored through the prompt action of the Sox ety, When 
His Royal Highness spoke to Captain Magnus, of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade, he recalled thi wh n he hac presented 
hus boxing shiela to the ar wish lads. 

Innneciately after attending the Trooping of the Colour. in June, 
1934, the Pnnce went to the gardens of St. James«’s Palace and 
inspected the boxing team of the First Battaloon Jewish: Lads’ Brigade 
(under Captain J. A. May), who again won his boxing shield. Each 
member of the team received a medal from.the Pronce. who con- 
gratulated them on ther alert appearance and thew prowess with 
the gloves. 

Last September, the Prince, who was spending a few days in 
Vienna, visited Professor Hemnch Neumann, the world-famous Jewish 
specialist, who treated ior an ea complaint. 

In May, 1934, the Four Per Cent. Industnal Dwellings Company 
eonstructed a block of flats on wa.site in Amburst Road. N.. mm order 
to cope with the housing problem. Accompamed by Mr. Anthony 
de Rothseluld, the Prince, in consonance with the deep mterest which 
he has consistently evinced in the mnprovement of social conditions, 
pad a visit to Amhurst Road, where be made a thorough inspection 
of the completed flats and also of an additional block in course of 
construction. The Prince also visite! Basil House, in the East End, 
which had been completed by the St. George's Housing Society. 

One of the last institutions in which the Prnce showed hus interest 
was the Alfred Eichholz Memonal Chime, which he opened in July, 
1934, at the National Institute:for the Blind, in Great Portland Street, 
the cost of the equipping of which was borne by Mr. Wilham E:chholz, 
in memory of lis cousin, Dr. Alfred Exchholz. The. Prince, in the 
course of his address, sand that no one had been more loved and 
respected by the blind than the late Dr. Alfred Eichholz, and his 
death was a severe blow to the National Institute. The Prince told 
Mr. Wilham Eichholz that his generosity was much appreciated.

A German-Jewish Artist 


We reproduce a portrait in oils of a young Jewess by Joseph 
Avrach, a thirty-year-old German-Jewish artist who is now working 
in London. A pupil of the Charlottenburg Art School, he later 
studied under the pastel painter Willy Jaeckel. He prefers pastel 
for portraits and water-colour for landscapes, though he works in 
oil as well. From the reproductions I have seen he appears to be 
a very good draughtsman, and he has a reputation as a quick 
cartoonist. He has done a good deal of sketching for newspapers 
and some really charming book illustrations. 


Epstein’s Drop-Curtain 
Epstein's original water-colour sketch for his drop-curtain for 
the ballet “ David” is on view at the Redfern Gallery. Being only 
Sft. by 4ft. in size and lightly painted, it can give no adequate 
idea of the finished work, but.it is, nevertheless, well worth om visit. 
Its composition consists of a central pyramid, flanked by three 
vertical scenes each side and surmounted by an oval in which 
the hosts of heaven dance with. unfettered joy. Rhythm 
(outside this oval) is not pronounced, though there is diagonal 
movement. Unity is reinforced by the colours, the freshness of 
which impart a general liveliness. I have not seen the finished 
work, but from its photograph there appear to have been slight 
modifications and considerable tightening up. I can well believe 
that, asa colleague wrote, italmost makes one itch to be up and 

dancing ’—which is surely what a ballet drop-curtain should do. 


Camille Pissarro 


Thirty years separate the first two oil-paintings in the exhi- 
bition of Camille Pissarro at the Wildenstein Gaitery, but there is 
little difference in feeling or execution. “ Faithful till death "’ might 
easily have been this valuable painter's motto. “Jeanne Pissarro 
in the Garden.” painted in 1872, may be taken as the root of all 
Renoir's and Liebermann’s garden-pieces and if only one can get 
Renoir's transcendent genius out of one’s mind, it is in itself quite 
a lovely picture. Pastels and drawings of peasants form the bulk 
of the exhibition and help to remind one that Pissarro was much 
more than a landscape painter and portraitist. S.

Miss Nerrie ApLer, and other members of the Board. supported 
the resolution. The matter was referred back so that the Executive 
micht bring forward a detinite plan. 

The CHAIRMAN reported that correspondence hac passed bet ween 
the President of the Board of Deputies and the Board in connection 
with a proposal made by the Birmingham Jewish United Benevolent 
Board that a conference should be held between the various Boards of 
Guardians throughout the country with reference to travelling °° casuals,” 
and to consider the advisability of convening such a conference. 

The President said that im 1900, a conference was, in fact, held 
The records oft the (‘iinferente were there. and the resolutions then passed 
had, more or less, been earrred out, with some degree of satisfaction to 
everybody. Although the principles laid down in 1900 had not very much 
changed, circumstances, especially since the War, had changed. She 
thought that the time had come that a further conference might be of 
use. 

ALDERMAN Sipney Botsom and Mr. M. M. Keyser supported the 
President's proposal, and the Board agreed to the holding of the 
Conference. A provisional date in May was fixed.

An extraordinary special meeting of the Board of Deputics of 
British Jews has been called for Sunday, when a resolution will be 
moved by the President, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C:, that addresses of 
condolence be presented to His Majesty the King and Queen Mary 
upon the lamented death of His Late Majesty, King George V. 

Mr. Laski, in a statement to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, paid 
the following tribute to the late King: “In common with their 
fellow-citizens of all creeds throughout the Empire, his Jewish subjects 
grieve for the loss of a monarch who, in his public atid family life; 
embodied for them a pattern of all virtues. Our gratitude‘to him ts 
undying and his memory will ever be cherished.” 

Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, issued the following statement to the J.T.A.: “ Among 
the many milhons who mourn the death of His Majesty are numbered 
his subjects of the Jewish Faith. They cherish a deep loyalty to the 
British Throne, the symbol of justice and fair-play. They are 
inspired with abiding affection for the man who has occupied it these 
twenty-five years past with so much dignity, simplicity and devotion 
to his heavy and responsible task. In every Jewish home there is 
mourning and sorrow for the man to whose heart. we felt the fortunes 
of even his humblest subjects, their family and their children were 
very near.” 

Mr. Nahum Sokolow, Honorary President of the World Zionist 
Organisation and the Jewish Agency for Palestine, paid the followmg 
tribute : “ World Jewry is deeply grieved over the death of the beloved 
monarch whose blessed and sacred memory will go down in our history 
as a new Cyrus’ the Great.

British warships anchored in Haifa Harbour 
fired a salute of seventy guns at noon on Tuesday and all entertain- 
ments were suspended for the day. Special editions of the newspapers 
were issued on Tuesday morning, containing eulogies of the late King 
and condoling with the Queen, the Royal Family and the Empire and 
its peoples. King George is referred to as a second King Cyrus, for in 
his reign the establishment of the Jewish National Home was pro- 
claimed. Special Memorial Services were held in the Synagogues. 
The news of the grave turn in the King’s illness caused thousands of 
people to listen to the broadcast reports from England until the 
small hours. Hundreds of requests for the latest reports were received 
by the Palestine Telegraphic Agency and by the Palestine Press from 
Government officials, members of the civil service and citizens of 
Palestine. 

_A striking reminiscence of King George has been given by Dr. 
Weizmann, who was the only Zionist leader to be received by the King 
and to have a conversation on’ Zionism. Dr. Weizmann referred to 
his audience with the King in February, 1918, prior to his departure 
for the first Zionist. Commission’ to Palestine. Lord Balfour arranged 
the audience, which was held at Buckingham Palace and lasted for 
forty-five minutes. His Maj y showed deep interest in the purposes 
of Zionism arid declared “It is written in the Bible that the Jews 
wil) once again return to the land of Israel, and I am happy that my 

I shall follow the development of the 
Jewish effort m Palestine with the greatest interest.” 

The Jewish Agency, the Vaad Leumi, the Jewish National Fund, 
the Keren Hayesod, the Chief Rabbinate of Palestine, the Agudath 
Israel and other Jewish institutions have telegraphed their condolences 
to Sir Arthur Wauchope.

Epstein’s Drop-Curtain 

Epstein’s original water-colour sketch for his drop-curtain for 
the batlet “ David" is on view at the Redfern Gallery. Being only 
sft. by 4f{t. in size and lightly painted, it can give no adequate 
idea of the finished work, but it is, nevertheless, well worth a visit. 
Its composition consists of a central pyramid, flanked by three 
vertical scenes each side and surmounted by an oval in which 
the hosts of heaven dance with unfettered joy. Rhythm

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No Transfer of German Capital for a Year 
HAAVARAH: OFFICIAL STATEMENT

The Haavarah discloses that “sinee February 7th, 1935, not a 
single deposit bas been accepted in Germany by the Haavaralh office 
for transference to Palestine.” This is explained by the fact that 
not enough German goods have been sold in Pilestine under the 
transfer avreement to meet the requirements of the Reichsbank for 
further transactions. The Haavarah has, however, according to 
the statement, so far enabled 1,600 Jewish families to take out their 
capital from Germany under the transfer agreement since it came 
into force, |

over 26,000,000 Marks. This includes funds taken out for the Keren 
Hayesod aid other Zionist institutions in Palestine. At present the 
Haavarah limits its activities to registering applicants and assign- 
ing the numbers, indicating the order in which their turn comes in 
case further transfer of capital be made possible from Germany 
under the Haavarah Applications now amount to 
27,000,000 Marks.

Curry for Cold Days 


ON a damp, chilly day there is something very comforting about a 
well-made curry. Meat, poultry, fish, eggs and vegetables can all be 
curried, Fresh meat is delicious curried, and it is also one of the best 
ways of reheating cold meat and poultry. When using fresh meat cook 
very slowly. Cooked meat should stand in the sauce an hour before it is 
to be used, so that the meat geta thoroughly impregnated with curry 
flavour. 

Always serve boiled rice with curry. 
grain separate.

Curried Eggs 
Four or more hard-boiled egys. Curry powder, 1 teaspoonful. 
Butter, 14 ozs. Chutney, 1 teaspoonful. 
Flour, 3 level teaspoonfuls, Chopped 2 teaspoonfuls, 
Milk and water, 14 gills. Grated apple, 1 tablespoonful. 
Rice. Silt. 

Melt the butter in a saucepan ; add the onion, flour and curry powder, 
and fry over a very gentle heat for five minutes. Add the milk and water, 
and stir till boiling. Put in the apple and chutney, and salt to taste. 
Simmer gently for fifteen minutes. Boil the eggs hard; shell them. 
Heat for a few minutes in the sauce; then pour into a hot dish and 
surround with a border of rice. The eggs can be left whole or cut in 
halves, 


—— 


To Cook Rice for Curry 

WASH the rice in several waters. Put it into a saucepan of boiling 

water, allowing at least a quart of water for two ounces of rice, a tea- 

spoonful of salt and the same of lemon juice. St.r occasionally, and as 

soon as the grains are soft (about twenty minutes) quickly add half-a-pint 

of cold water; then drain through a colander. Return to the saucepan 
and cover with a cloth until it is quite dry. 


Curried Veal 
Dripping, 2 ozs. 
Three shallots. 
Chutney, 2 or 3 teaspoonfuls. Curry powder, 1 large tablespoonful, 
Ground rice, 1 dessertspoonful. Lemon juice, 1 teaspoontal. 
Coconut water, pill. 

CuT the veal into pieces about an inch square and dredge with 
seasoned flour. 

Peel and mince the shallots very finely. Put half the dripping ina 
pan and fry them a golden brown. Then stir in the curry powder and 
ground rice, and cook very slowly for five minutes (adding a little more 
dripping if it seems too dry); gradually stir in the stock and simmer 
for fifteen minutes. Melt the remaining dripping and lightly brown the 
veal; then put it in the curry sauce and leave for an hour, Now place 
over a very gentic heat and stir until it boils. Add the lemon juice and 
chutney; cover closely and simmer gently until the meat is tender 
(about fifty minutes). Add the coconut water, reboil, and serve with 
boiled rice. 

For the Coconut Water.—Take two tablespoonfuls of desiccated coconut 
(or, if procurable, grate up the same quantity of fresh coconut); pour on 
a gill of boiling water. Cover and leave for an hour; then strain through 
muslin,

Cold Meat Curry 


Cold meat, 1 Ib. Red currant jelly, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
ripping, | oz. Seediess raisins, 1 oz. 

Curry powder, 2 teaspoonfuls. Lemon juice, 1 teaspoonful. 
Chutney, 2 teaspoontuls. One shallot. 

Stock, 7 pint. Coconut water, 1 gill. 

Rice flour, 2 teaspoonfuls. One apple. 


MELT the dripping; add the finely chopped shallot and fry for five 
minutes. Add curry powder and rice flour, and cook for another five 
minutes. Gradually add the stock; stir till boiling, then add the lemon 


juice, grated apple, raisins, chutmey and red currant jelly. Mix 
thoroughly and put in a casserole; add the meat (cut in small cubes) and 
the coconut water. Cover and leave for an hour. Then simmer very 
qently for half-an-hour—never let it boil. Serve with boiled rice. 


Curry Croquettes 


Rice, 4 ozs. Curry powder, 1 teaspoonful! 
Cooked meat, 8 ozs. Lemon juice, 1 teaspoonful. 
Fiour, 4 oz. Dripping, 1 oz. 

‘Two eggs. Stock, I gill. 

Breadcrumbs. Chopped onion, 1 teaspoonfal. 


Salt and pepper. 

MINCE the meat; boil the rice and dry thoroughly. Melt the dripping ; 
put in the finely chopped onion and cook for two or three minutes without 
browning. Add the flour and curry powder, and cook for a few minutes 
longer. Then gradually add the stock ; stir till boiling. Simmer for a few 
minutes, then add the meat, lemon juice, rice and seasoning. Mix 
thoroughly and, lastly, beat up and add one egg. Stir over a gentle heat 
for two or three minutes to cook the egg. Turn the mixture on to a plate; 
spread it evenly, mark it in even divisions, and leave till cold. Shape 
each division into a neat croquette; brush over with beaten egg, roll in 
crumbs, and fry a golden brown in smoking fat.

Progress of the Jewish Hospital 
ANNUAL MEETING 
[From our Correspondent] 


The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Manchester, Mr. P. T. 
Eckersley, M.P., and Mrs. Eckersley, the Vice-Chancellor of thes 
University of Manchester, and Mrs. Stopford, members of the City 
Council, and other distinguished visitors, attended the Annual 
Meeting of the Jewish Hospital on Sunday. A guard of honour was 
formed by members of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, commanded by Lieut. 
Komrower, 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., who presided, presented the thirty second 
Annual Report. In welcoming the Visitors, he said that. AS n Jew. 
he was proud of the honour they were paying the Hospital and the 
community, especially in these days ol persecution elsewhere. <A 
creat compliment had been paid therm in the opening of the new ear. 
nase and throat department by Sir Kingsley Wood. who spoken 
of ther wisdom in its provision. New consulting rooms had 
provided, the massage department enlarged, and a new dental surgery 
with most modern applances constructed. Attendances of all patients 
during the year were 88,853, and 23,331 appointments were booked 
for out-patients; in.no case had a patient to wait more than twenty 
minutes for attention. Mr. Laski appealed for a tore 
appropriation from the Financial Committee of the Corporation. At 
present, 73 per cent. of the patients in the Hospital were non-Jew 
[he past year, said the Chairman, had seen. the inception of an 
Advisory Board for the hospitals which would make lustory. On it 
were represented the Publie Assistance Committee, the voluntary 
hospitals and the University; and he and Mr. P. M. Quas-Cohén (Hon. 
Superintendent of the Jewish Hospital) had suggested the forming of 
« small sub-committee of business men to effect purchases for all 
hospitals through one agency and to fixed specifications. Mr, Laski 
reported appointments to the medical and nursing stafis and the 
appointment of Mr. H. E. Mitchell as. Superintendent and Secretary. 
He thanked the vanous stafis for thar work during the year, ana 
mentioned specially Miss F. Freedman and her band of voluntary 
Mr. I. Pressman, and Mr. M. Bernstein (Chairman of

Governors). 

Mr. R. Barrow Sicree, Treasurer, presented the accounts. The 
expenditure, he said, was £20,804, and only £915 represented the cost 
of management. The income was £17,598, and the deficit £2,891. The 
ainount owing was nearly £36,000. 


Mrs. D. Quas-Cohen, J.P., reported on the new system the 
Hospital had decided on for the probationer nurses, who were 
admittedly overworked in ‘all hospitals. The usual three-year 


certificate courses, she said, were to be spread over four years instead, 
and the girls were to have a much more free time. 

The Lord Mayor said that the hospital was a gesture of first-rate 
unportance in the splendid work it did for the 
Comrnunity. 

Professor Stopford said he was proud of the Manchester hospitals 
and had watched the development of the Jewish Hospital with 
particular joy. He admired its tremendously progressive policy and 
pioneer work. One thing struck him and others about it, and that was 
its kindly and “family ” atmosphere as opposed to the usual chully 
and “ institutional” atmosphere at other places. He commentyd 
favourably on the new Advisory Board for the hospitals. 

The reports and accounts were adopted. Mr. Albert I. Belisha 
was elected Life-President of the Hospital. Sir Miles EF. Mitchell 
proposed, and Alderman J. C. Grime seconded,: the election of the 
Hon. Officers and Board of Management. Major N. Blond, Hon. 
Secretary, responded. Mr. P. T. Eckersley proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Hon. Physicians and Surgeons, to which Mr. I. Blain responded. 
Mr. V. Lambert proposed, and Mrs. Eckersley seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, to which the Lord 
Mayor replied. A vote of thanks to the Chairman was proposed by 
Councillor Sir J. Mathewson Watson. Messrs. Ivor de Lange and H. 
Burton were elected new members of the Board of Management. 


The Lord Mayor's Visit 
TOUR OF JEWISH INSTITUTIONS 

Following the custom set by the civic heads of Manchester for 
many years past, the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress devoted Sunday 
to visiting, in their official capacity, some of the chief Jewish institu- 
tions. Accompanying them were Mr. P. T. Eckersley, M.P., and Mrs, 
Eckersley, and several members of the City Council. They were 
conducted on their “tour”’ by Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., and other 
leading members of the Jewish Community. 

After welcoming the distinguished visitors at the Board of 
Guardians, Mr. Laski described some of the major Jewish institutions 
in Manchester, and introduced some of their leaders. The Lord Mayor, 
responding, said he had been glad to vote, some time ago, in the City 
Council for an increased grant for the Jewish Guardians. He felt that 
the local Jewish Community always stood to their guns with regard 
to anything that tended to the uplift, not only of the Jewish people, 
but others outside their Community.

Mr. Neville Laski’s Important Speech 


West Wales Condemns Nazi Treatment of Jews 


HERR OBERLINDOBER AND THE JEWS 
[From our Corr spondent] 


Two interesting cereinonies marked the holding, at the Hotel 
Metropole, of the Annual Re-Union Dinner of the local Branch of 
the South Wales Jewish Ex-Servicemen, last weck The chief 
guest of the evening was Mr.: Neville J. Laski, K.C. Be'ore 
the dinner, which was attended by a distinguished gathering, the 
members paraded, under Mr. Mark Schorr, for the presentation and 
Dedication of a new Banner and Flag presented to the branch by 
Mr. M. Bernstein, the presentation being made by his son, Mr. R. H. 
fernstein. The dedication ceremony was performed by the Rev. J. 
Weintrobe. Mr. Michael Jacobs, J.P., President of the Branch, who 
was in the Chair, read a telegram which had been sent to the 
King conveying loval and affectionate greetings. A reply was 
received from the King’s Secretary which stated that His Majesty 
thanked them for their loyal greetings, and 
their kind wishes. The Toast of “JIM. 
by Major R. A. Hobbs, and Colonel J. B. Watson responded. The 
Rev. J. Weintrobe proposed the health of “ Captain Neville Laski.”’ 
Mr. Laski, in responding, explained the work which was being 
done by the Board of Deputies in the interest of all Jewish 
Communities. Referring to the treatment of Jews in Germany, he 
said the town of Swansea had recently received a visit from German 
ex-Servicemen, and by so doing had empliasised the desire they all 
cherished, that feelings of hatred and discrimination should be 
illowed to die out. He could only hope that these visitors were 
unpressed by the welcome extended to our ex-enemies, and that 
they would realise that similar treatment should be accorded. to 
men who fought, not in opposite trenches, but in their own. It was 
true that according to the letter of the law some Jewish ex-Service 
men in Germany were exempt from some, though by no means al’, 
the legal disabilities that affected other Jews, but all Jews alike 
had to endure the insults and calumnies devised and circulated 
by the German Ministry. of Propaganda, and not least by Herr 
O>verlindober, the Head of the Union of Wounded and D-sabled 
Soldiers, himself, 

Here Mr. Laski read an extract from Herr Obertindober's speech 
in Nuremberg, which runs as follows: “ We should again and again 
recall to mind the past years of disgrace in order to show what the 
leader and his movement had done. From the strongholds of the 
movement, from Nuremberg and Mun‘ch, the knowledge penetrated 
the German land that all who are of Jewish blood are deliberately 
cheating, and have cheated, their ‘host’ nation. IT am glad that 
I may speak inthis hall. Here our champion against Jewry aud for 
the race question has fought his bittle, and has told and preached 
over and over again eternal truth to the people... Only through the 
light and fighting spirit of Julius Streicher were many thousands 
enabled to become acquainted with and recognise the greatest 
danger—the Jew.” 

Sergt. G. A. Phillips; on behalf of the Jewish Community of the 
town, presented the Mayor with the “ British Jewry Book of Honour,” 
which was accompanied by a framed Address. In making the 
presentation, Mr. Phillips said the Book contained the record of 
60,000 Jews who served in the British Forces during the War, of 
whom 6,300 were wounded, while 2,324 made the supreme sacrifice. 
The, number of decorations awarded to Jews totalled 1,596, and 
these included the award of five Victoria Crosses. The toast of “ The 
Visitors’ was proposed by Mr. H. Zagerman, Chairman of the 
Swansea Jewish Ex-Servicemen, and was responded to by the Vicar 
of Swansea and Mr. 8S. G. Johns. Commandant E Levi, of the United 
Services Brigade, proposed the toast of * The Chairman.”

“ALMOST A JEWISH SPORT” 
A. A. Haydon on Table-Tennis 


VIEWS OF ENGLAND'S PREMIER PLAYER 
Champions of To-day and To-morrow 


Table-tennis might well be known as the national indoor Jewish 
winter sport, writes Mr. A. A. Haydon, England’s No. 1 player and 
captain. The game in its modern form—athletic and scientific, and 
played at a tremendous pace—has a huge active following, and Jewish 
exponents of the sport are to be found among the best players in the 
world. Outstanding, of course, is Viktor Gyozo Barna, the Hungarian, 
who has won the men’s singles title of the world for the past four years. 
Barna and his two famous countrymen, Miklos Szabados and Lazio 
Bellak, are all Jews. Barna naturally occupies first place in the world 
ranking list, with Szabados second and Bellak fourth.

Barna first came into the limelight when he won the men’s singles 
title of the world in the 1929-30 season, but he lost the title to Szabados 
at. Baden a year later. Having recaptured it in the 1931-32 season, Barna 
has since proved himself a real world champion by holding the honour 
ever since. In February last, after beating Erhlhch, Poland’s leading 
player, in the semi-final of the world championships at the Empire 
Pool, Wembley, Barna went on to conquer Szabados by the narrowest 
of margins in the final. Barna is the perfect. table-tennis player. He 
has definite pote, is extremely graceful, his superb footwork, make his 
positional play something to wonder at, he is the coolest person in the 
vicinity in a crisis, and, withal, he has an espectally attractive personality. 
Barna has played and has won open championships in al! parts of 
Europe. His most famous shot is his amazing backhand “ flick ”’ attack- 
ing stroke, while he has a wonderful, if a trifle spectacular, defence. 

Two other ** star’’ Hungarians, Kelen and Hazi, are Jewish. and 
both are high in world ranking. Hungary are the present holders of the 
Swaythling Cup (the Davis Cup of table-tennis) and they have won this 
trophy on every occasion but one since it was -first offered in 1926. 
E. Kohn, of Austria, who figured in the semi-final of the men’s singles 
of last season's world championships. when he lost to Szabados, is another 
Jew, as are the brilliant Latvian players, Finberg and Oschin. Finberg 
has, to a remarkable degree, both that exceptionally useful quality 
possessed by most first-class Jewish players—the ability to fight back 
when in a losing position, and care and concentration in a game which 
demands plenty of patience. Table-tennis is cultivated by Jews in all 
parts of the world to-day, and a great deal of their success is due, 
I think, to the fact that they interest themselves in the game at a 
very early age. In this country, in particular, table-tennis is one of the 
most unportant and active sports of the numerous Jewish boys’ clubs. 
It is not uncommon to see Jewish youngsters of eight and nine 
‘* knocking-up ”’ in their juvenile clubs any evening of the week, and by 
taking a really keen interest in the game and watching their elders at 
play they soon blossom forth into promising players themselves. 


Manchester Jewish Internationals 


IT am all for encouraging the youngsters, for I firmly beheve that 
table-tennis *‘ stars ’’ must begin their playing careers at an early age if 
they are to shine brightly in competition with the world’s best. Birmi 
ham and Manchester are by far the strongest centres of Jewish table- 
tennis in this country. Manchester has produced some wonderful Jewish 
exponents of the game during the past few years, and their present 
inter-city team—which is the strongest in the country, together with 
London—has three Jewish players in tlie side. These are H. Lurie 
F. Cromwell, both internationals, and L. Cohen. Lurie. a youngster of 
seventeen, has modelled his play very much on the lines of Barna’s 
game, and he possesses Barna’s backhand “ flick ’’ shot—a winner 
every time. Lurie has already a splendid match temperament and is 
undoubtedly England's most promising player at preseme. He is ranked 
fourth in the country this year. In Manchester, { hear, there is a elub 
whose members are all boys of between ten and fifteen. The club is 
in full swing every night of the week and twenty tables are used 
simultaneously.

Music 


In consequence of the death of His Majesty King George, a 
number of concerts have been cancelled and many others postponed. 


Phi'harmonic and Weingartner 


At the last Royal Philharmonic Society's concert at the Queen's 
Hall on Thursday of last week, the guest conductor was that sturdy 
veteran Weingartner, and the programme entirely devoted to Brahmis ; 
« happy conjunction which is worthy of more emulation by programme 
builders. It is difficult to say why Weingartner should have been 
better in the second symphony after the interval than he was in the 
third. which came before it. The fact remains that whereas the 
performance in the third Symphony was just what one can always 
expect of the conductor, and no more; in the second he pulled out that 
extra touch which transformed the gayest of Brahms’ symphonies into 
a remarkably well wrought and joyous piece of work. In the third 
there were wayward touches such as Weingartner delights in; the 
second subject of the finale was given too staccato a statement, for 
instance, when a more flowing treatment is to be preferred. In the 
second all went well, and the orchestra seemed to sense that this was 
so, giving of their best. One rarely hears the motto theme of the 
first movement stated with such signilicant clarity by the brasses as 
it was on Thursday evening, and this same perfection was evidenced 
all through the work. 


Contemporary Mus‘c 


The B.B.C. fourth Contemporary Muste Concert included “* Musie 
for the Theatre,” by Aaron Copland, an American Jewish composer, 
who, at the tune he wrote the work (1925), was strongly under the 
influence of Jazz, and this set of five short preces has all the distinctive 
features, particularly the strongly marked rhythm, of that form of 
music. Light in treatment, it is not perhaps the best work that could 
have been chosen of his. but at least it was not so astounding to the 
ears as Conrade Beck's “ Innominata,” which would take far more 
than one hearing to get balanced up as a whole in one’s mind. Most 
of Frank Bridge’s music leaves me pecularly unsatisfied, and his 
“Concerto Elegiaco” for Vicloncello was no exception to the rule. 
Although it is called “ Oration,” it has none of the splendid tlow and 
rolling eloguence of oratory, on the contrary, 1t seemed disjointed 
and abrupt in its transitions from mood to mvuod. Since it was 
suggested by the events of 1914-1918 that perhaps was inevitable. 
But, despite Bliss, we have yet to hear war-provoked music of 
unperishable quality. H.C.S.
